CABLEGRAM FROM CAPT.SIGSBEE 


Mach Will Be Necessary to 


Remove Encumbering Material. 
Disposal of Wreckage—Theories 
and Rumors, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—Rumors of 
startling discoveries in the wreck of 
the Maine were less frequent, but there 
were enough of them still afloat today 
to warrant Secretary Long in making 
this statement to newspaper men: 

“Summing up the situation, I should 
say that the Navy Department knows 
today nothing more abotit the cause 
of the disaster than it did five minutes 
after the receipt of thé first dispatshes 
from Capt. Sigsbee.” 

‘Until the conclusion of the 
tion of the court of inquiry at Havana, 
the principal business of the Navy 
Department in connection with the 
Maine will relate to the conduct of 
the wrecking operations. Capt. Lem- 
ley, the Judge-Advocate-General, who 
has this branch of the work immedi- 
ately in charge, today received tele- 
grams from the Merritt & Chapman 
Wrecking Company at New York, stat- 
ing that the steamer Merritt and 
wrecking-lighter Sharpe had sailed for 
Havana, and that the tug Underwriter, 
with the Chief, would leave New York 
Saturday for the same place. 

The only exact information received 
by the Navy Department from Ha- 
vana during the day was conveyed in 
Capt. Sigsbee’a telegram concerning 
the work of the divers and the disin- 
fection of clothing recovered from the 
wreck. Secretary Long immediately 
answered Capt. Sigsbee, approving all 
his recommendations. He was directed 
to have Lieut. Wainright, the execu- 
tive officer of the Maine, make arrange- 
ments with the wreckers for the dis- 
infection of everything sent to the 
United States. 


The recommendation that all bedding 
and clothing be abandoned, and, if 
need be, given to the acclimated poor, 
was approved without comment. The 
same approval was given to the sug- 
gestion that useles8 fittings and equip- 
ments be towed to sea and thrown 
overboard, it being left to Capt. Sigs- 
bee’s judgment to determine how far 
this destruction should be carried on. 
To the captain’s inquiry as to the 
saving of old metal and parts of the 
superstructure, the answer was given 
that such material was of no use to 
the bureau of equipment. It was left 
to Capt. Sigsbee to say what of the 
shettered material was worth pre- 
serving. His statement that much 
blasting will be required to clear away 
incumbering material indicates that it 
is essential further to destroy the up- 
per portions of the wreck in order to 
get at what is more valuable beneath. 

Capt. Sigsbee’s statement that the 
divers have been down aft seven days 
and forward four days gave the Navy 
Department the first information of 
the time that the divers had been in the 
vicinity of the zone of the explosion, 
as he expressed it. 

The Navy Department today gave out 
the figures showing the strength of 
the naval militia up to date. This 
shows a total force of 4445 officers and 
enlisted men, which is a@ gratifying in- 
crease from the 3703 shown by the 
last report. The number of officers 
and men by States is as follows: Cali- 
fornia, 396; Connecticut, 165; Piorida, 
106: Georgia, 225; Illinois, 523; Louisi- 
ana, 262; Maryland, 240; Massachusetts, 
441; Michigan, 198; New Jersey, 364; 
New York, 472; North Carolina, 230; 
Ohio, 216; Pennsylvania, 216; Rhode 
Island, 130; South Carolina, 152; Vir- 
ginia, 44; total, 4445.

In his last report, Assistant Secretary 
Roosevelt said ‘hat the State naval 
militia, in the event of a sudden emer- 
gency, could be utilized at once for 
manning the smaller’ cruisers. It 
could be depended upon mainly, he 
said, as a second line of defense, and 
also be used in placing mines and the 
establishment of signal ‘stations for 
coast defense. 

The appropriation of $50,000 made by 
Congress to aid the work of the naval 
militia would be apportioned among 
the States in a few days. 

Thanks to the promptness and effi- 
ciency of the chief of ergineers and 
the chief of ordnance of the army, the 
city of Washington is now regarded as 
being well nigh safe and secure from 
attack by water. The fortifications at 
Fort Washington and Sheridan Point 
on the opposite side of the Potomac are 
sufficiently advanced to be able to re- 
pél an ordinary fleet of invaders, and 
in case of necessity they could be 
vastly streng:hened in a compara- 
tively short time. These defenses. are 
considerd sufficient to keep all hostile 
vessels beyond the range of gunshot of 
the national capital. 

Moreover, the river has been blocked 
off and prepared for mines and tor- 
pedoes at a point below the fortifica- 
tions already mentioned, so that 
some of the ships of an enemy 
could be blown out of the water be- 
fore it would be necessary to use the 
guns at the fort. 

The officers of the British warship 
Hood today cabled from the Island of 
Crete, expressing deep sympathy over 
the disaster to the Maine. 


THE PRESIDENT HOPEFUL. 


But War With Spain Will not Find 
Us Uuprepared. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REYPORT.] 

CHICAGO, Feb. 24.—The Tribune 
this morning prints the following spe- 
cial from Washington: 

“I do not propose to do anything at 
all to accelerate war with Spain. Up 
to the present I do not think war is 
either necessary or inevitable. I would 
be lax in my duty, however, if I did 
not prepare for the future. The situa- 
tion is grave, and the policy of the ad- 
ministration will be determined almost 
entirely by the course of events from 
time to time. There is no necessity 
of alarming the people, but Congress 
must be ready to assist the adminis- 


tration without making too many in- 


quiries 
events.” 

To a Senator who called upon him 
yesterday in order ask some serious 
questions as to the policy of the ad- 
ministration President McKinley, with 
the utmost frankness, uttered the above 
words. There is no doubt of the fact 
that the government of the United 
States is actually preparing for war 
with Spain. It does not follow that 
war will come, but the activity in both 
the War and Navy departments is too 
unmistakable to be concealed. 

The President and his Cabinet unite 
in the belief still, in spite of all evi- 
dence to the contrary, that the explo- 
sion of the Maine was the result of 
an unfortunate accident, but they rec- 
ognize the fact that the contrary may 
prove true at almost any hour, and if it 
shall be shown even inferentially that 
Spain had a hand in the catastrophe 
there will be but one thing to do, and 
that will be to seize the island of Cuba 
by fo of arms. At no time since the 
war of the rebellion has the military 
branch of the government been so 
active as it is today. 

It is a significant fact that within 
the last two days there has been a 
remarkable change of opinion in the 
Navy Department in regard to the ex- 
plosion of the Maine. When the first 
news arrived here last week experts at 
the department were very evenly di- 
vided as between an accident and de- 
sign, but today, after studying the 
later reports, and especially the pho- 
tographs sent from Havana, nine out 
of ten of the officers of the depart- 
ment express the belief that the Maine 
was anchored over a submarine mine. 
The only difference of ovinion seems 
to be as to whether that mine was ex- 
ploded by Spanish officers acting under 
The lat- 
ter opinion is generally held, but it is 
said that this does not lessen in any 
great degree the responsibility of Spain 
for the horrible catastrophe.

THE COURT OF INQUIRY. 


Members Expected to Leave Havana 
for Key West Today. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

HAVANA, Feb. 24.—[By Key West 
Cable.] The court of inquiry held its 
usual sessions today. Capt. Sampson 
reports that Chaplain Chidwick was 
examined as to his personal experiences 
at the time of the disaster to the Maine 
and that the testimony was taken of 
the captain of a British bark in the 
harbor and the superintendent of the 
West Indian Oil Works across the bay 
at Regla, both of whom witnessed the 
explosion. Mr. Rolf, the British en- 
gineer of the floating dock. in the har- 
bor, wrote a letter to the court, but, 
it is said, did not add anything ma- 
terial to what was known. 

At-the afternoon sessions, the divers 
were examined more fully than before. 
Their testimony is taken from day to 
day. The court expects now to finish 
here today and to sail on the Man- 
grove for Key West, where tne other 
officers and men will be examined. 

The wrecking tug Right Arm did not 
go north as was expected yesterday. 
She is now moored beside the poop of 
the wreck and will save the smaller 
portions as far as possible in advance 
of the arriva! of other tugs with better 
facilities for heavy work. The hoist- 
ing apparatus must be capable cf rais- 
ing scores of tons to be effective in the 
work to be accomplished. 

Chaplain Chidwick reports that all 
the wounded here are doing well ex- 
cept Frederick C. Holzer of New York, 
who may die at any moment. 

Neither the officers of the court of 
inquiry nor the witnesses will give the 
slightest indication of the testimony 
or the conclusions deducible from it, 
and all say that the men employed on 


serve an equally strict reticence. This 
course is regarded as eminently wise by 
the American and allintelligent Span- 
ish officials, as there is no telling what 
passions might be arousod or what evil 
results might be brought about by 
talking freely on official matters in the 
present state of public feeling in Ha- 
vana. Thus far Americans are treated 
with the wtmost courtesy and kindness, 
and it seems the special care of the 
residents of Havana to show friendli- 
ness. 

Consul-General Lee says there is nc 
truth in the report that he has asked 
Capt.-Gen. Blanco to dismiss from 
Cuba certain newspaper men for send- 
ing sensational stories to the United 
States. On the contrary, Gen. Lee has 
mever interfered with the American 
newspaper men in any way. 

Today the principal streets and build- 
ings are gayly decorated with flags and 
bunting in honor of the Spanish sol- 
diers, 2029 infantrymen, under com- 
mand of José Amador, who arrived 
this morning by steamer Montevideo 
from Barcelona. 

Gen. Solano chief of staff, today re- 
turned on board the Mangrove the 
visit of the court of inquiry, acting as 
the representative of the Governor-Gen- 
eral. Admiral Manterola personally re- 
turned the visit pald him by the court. 
The Thursday reception of Gen. Blanco 
was resumed this evening. 

The insurgents have raided the Smith 
and Fisher plantations, on the Canam- 
bo, in the Trinidad district, and killed 
one and wounded five of the defend- 
ers, who numbered only seven. They 
burned all the buildings but the dwell- 
ing of Mr. Smith, and, according to the 
Spanish account of the affair, took 
away or destroyed $200,000 worth of 
provisions and merchandise, and got 
$4000 in money. 

AFTERNOON DEVELOPMENTS. 

{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

HAVANA, Feb. 24.—The session of 
the court of inquiry this afternoon was 
devoted to taking the testimony of two 
civilians, Americans, who saw the ex- 
plosion from the deck of the Ward line 
steamer City of Washington, that was 
moored a few hundred yards from the 
Meine, and of two divers, who have 
been at work on ae wreck for several 
days. 

The coast survey steamer Bache, 
after many delays, left for Dry Tor- 
tugas this afternoon with three 
wounded, all doing well. 

Owing to the American quarantine 
regulations, the wounded, having been 
in hospitals here and exposed to fever, 
must be taken to hospitals in the Tor- 
tugas for quarantine. 

The other wounded are doing well 
late tonight. Even Holzer, though se- 
riously wounded, is better, and is mak- 
ing a gallant fight for life. 

No bodies were recovered tode« from 
the wreck. Recent orders from Capt. 
Sigsbee strictly forbid all officers of 
the Maine’to give out any information 
except to those officially empowered to 
ask for it. The order is generally un- 
derstood to apply to official matters, 
though some think it affects only mat- 
ters connected with the disaster. 

MORE BODIBS SIGHTED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—Late to- 
night the Navy Department received 
two brief telegrams from Capt. Sigsbee 
at Havana. One related to some rou- 
tine matter of expenditures in connec- 
tion with the work on the Maine, and 
the other is as follows: 

“Divers report more bodies in the 


wreck. Some in hammocks involved 
in debris. Probably not recognizable.” 
This dispatch indicates that the 


divers have finally secured at least a 

partial entrance to the quarters in the 
forward part of the vessel, where the 
crew were asleep when the explosion 


One fact that the divers 
were unable to extricate the bodies 
shows the fearful obstacles against 
which they are working, and bears out 
the belief that the work of submarine 
investigation will necessarily proceed 
slowly. 


MYSTERY STILL DENSE. 
Administration Credited With No 
New Information. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REVORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—The mye- 
ter¥ surrounding the blowing up of the 
Maine remains as dense as on the day 
following the cxplosion. That is the 
opinion of the administration, at least, 
and presumably it is as well informed 
in state affairs as any unofficial per- 
gon. If there was any development of 
value at Havana recently, or if any- 
thing was discovered tending to throw 
light upon the nature and cause of the 
explosion, none of these facts, 
have been reported either to the Navy 

or the State Department. 

To attempt to say from the position 
of an armor plate lying in the upper 
works of the wreck that the explosion 
was internal or external in its origin 
is, in the opinion of the officials here, 
without werrant. The Maine carried 
no armor below water at a greater 
depth than 2% feet. Beneath that there 
was nothing but the ordinary thin hull 
plates of about half an inch structural 
steel. All of the armor, even that 
worked into the rrotective deck, was 
entirely above the magazines, and, in 
case the latter exploded, the armor 
might easily have been tossed upward. 

The Navy Department has not been 
informed of the probable length of 
time to be occupied by the court of in- 
quiry in its work. Such a court, it is 
said, has the greatest liberty of action; 
much greater than a_ court-martial, 
which is strictly limited by the naval 
regulations. Of course it is possible 
that the court will leave Havana in 
the course of a day or two for Key 
West, in order to take there the testi- 
mony of such of the surviving officers 
and men as are now quartered at Key 
West. The latter are not subject to 
release from their position until the 
court has declared that it has con- 
cluded their testimony, and as many 
of these survivors are anxious to se- 
cure short leaves of absence in order 
to see their families and friends, it may 
be that the court will cut short its 
stay at Havana in order to accommo- 
date them. It is believed, however, 
that, in case there should be unexpect- 
edly significant developments before 
the court leaves Havana, it will return 
to that place later on in order to as- 
certain from the work of the divers 
the cause of the explosion. 

In view of the many expressions of 
doubt regarding the advisability of 
raisine the wreck of the Maine, the 
message sent yesterday to the Navy 
Department by Admiral Sicard has 
some weight. The admiral reported that 
the court of inquiry which is on the 
spot, and has had the advantage of 
the opinions of the divers, has declared 
that the most powerful appliances 
would be necessary to remove the wreck 
of the ship. The latest expression is 
taken to mean that the court had so 
far not concluded that it would be im- 
possible to again float the Maine, else 
the’ language would seem to have been 
unnecessary; an unwarranted supposi- 
tion in the case of expensive cable- 
grams. 

It can be stated that up to this time 
the naval officials have given no 
thought to tthe relief.. of Admiral 
Sicard as commander-in-chief of the 
raval forces on the North Atlantic 
station. They do not believe that the 
admiral’s health is seriously impatred, 
and it.is safe to say that no movement 
will be made toward his relief unless 
a suggestion comes first from himself. 
The admiral has been in command of 
the squadron less than a year, and is, 
by legal practice, entitled to retain 
that command for another year at 
least, if he so desires. It so happens 
that none of the rear-admirals on the

HOUSE.—The House devoted itself 
strictly to business today, and dis- 
posed of thirty additional pages of the 
Sundry Civil Appropriation Sill. 

The fact that the government is pre- 
paring for contingencies was recog- 
nized in the House today, when Chair- 
man Cannon, who has been laboring 
to keep down appropriations, accepted 
without a word of protest an amend- 
ment to increase the appropriation to 
eare for the unused machinery at the 
Springfield arsenal. Mr. Gillette ex- 
plained that necessity for using the ma- 
chinery might occur at any time. 

Resolutions which were objected to a 
few weeks ago for the appointmen® 
of two extra naval cadets to positions 
in the engineers corps of the navy were 
also adopted. One of them will fill a 
Vacancy caused by the death of Lieut. 
Merritt of the Maine. 

The item in the bill placing at the 
disposal of the quarantine service the 
government unexpended epidemic 
funds, amounting now to $340,000, cre- 
ated considerable debate. Several 
southern members desired the appro- 
priation of an additional $200,000, 
arguing that in the event of a recur- 
‘rence of the yellow-fever epidemic the 
funds on hand might not be sufficient. 
-The southern members, however, were 
not a unit in demanding the increased 
appropriation. Mr. Bailey (Dem.) of 
Texas, for instance, opposed govern- 
ment control of of quarantine, declar- 
wing that quarantine regulations should 
be left to the States. 

Mr. Underwood (Dem.) of Alabama 
also opposed exclusive control by the 
Federal government, the establishment 
of such regulations having been advo- 
cated by Mr. Carmack (Dem.) of Ten- 
nessee. 

An amendment by Mr. Sayers (Dem.) 
of Texas to increase the fund at the 
disposal of the quarantine’ service 
$200,000 was lost. 

The following proviso was ruled out 
on a point of order raised by Chairman 
Lacey of the Public Lands Committee, 
it was new legislation: 

“That hereafter no public moneys 
shall be expended for the survey of any 
portion of the public domain embraced 
within any forest reserves of the 
United States except for such surveys 
as may be necessary to designate the 
exterior boundaries of such reserves 
and of such lands within said reserves 
as may be embraced within or covered 
by legal claims initiated prior to the 
date of the proclamation of the reser- 
vation.” 

Mr. Smith (Dem.) of Arizona offered 
an amendment appropriating $5000 for 
the geological survey of Yuma county, 
Arizona, but it was ruled out on a 
point of order. 
~ On motion of Mr. de Vries (Dem.) of 
California, an amendment was adopted 
_Sppropriating $6300 for the Yosemite 
National Park, California. 

After completing thirty pages of the 
bill, the committee rose. 

The Senate bill to prohibit the pass- 
age of local or special acts by Terri- 
torial Legislatures and to limit Terri- 
torial indebtedness passed. At 5:15 p. 
m. the House adjourned.

to the fact that the rear-admirals have 
had ‘their tour of sea service and are 
not entitled again to fly their flags at 
sea, or else they are so placed other- 
wise as to make a change in their as- 
signment unlikely. Admiral Bunce, for 
instance, is so circumstanced, being 
not only in command of. the New York 
navy yard, an eminently important 
command in ordinary times, and cer- 
tain to be more so in case of hostili- 
ties, and also having relinquished the 
North Atlantic squadron within less 
than a year, so as to be ineligible for 
another sea command within a year 
or two. 

The other admirals are situated in 
about the same way so that it is prob- 
able that the command of the squad- 
ron, in ‘the event that Admiral Sicard 
were relieved, might devolve upon one 
of the commodores, possibly commo- 
dore Schley of the Lighthouse Board, 
which post he probably would be glad 
to relinquish for such a command as 
the North Atlantic squadron. 

There were no dispatches in the fore- 
noon at the Navy Department, either 
from Key West or Havana, and the 
only naval movement reported was the 
dropping down, from the Norfolk navy 
yard to Hampton Roads of tthe big 
double-turreted monitor Terror. There 
she will meet further orders of the de- 
partment. 

Nothing has been heard from Gen. 
Lee at Havana in the shape of a ca- 
blegram since day before yesterday, 
and as the Consul-General has been 
prompt heretofore in informing the 
State Department of any developments 
of significance, it is supposed that there 
have been none since Gen. Lee’s last 
report. In ‘the mail this morning from 
him was a copy of a condolence re- 
ceived by him from Capt.-Gen. Blanco, 
in the following terms: 

“Mr. Consul: It becomes my painful 
duty to express to you my profound 
sorrow for the misfortune which oc- 
curred yesterday on board the Ameri- 
can ship Maine. I associate myself with 
all my heart in the grief of the Ameri- 
can nation and the families of the vic- 
tims of the disaster, and in doing so, 
I not only express my personal senti- 
ments, but I speak also in the name 
of all the people of Havana, wiltnesses 
of the disaster which has afflicted so 
many families. God guard you many 
years.

MR. POWELLSON’S DISCOEVRY. 


Whatever Bley Up the Maine Was 
Und Her Keel, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
NEW YORK, Feb. 24.—A Herald dis- 

patch from Havana says: 

“There is no longer any reason to 
doubt that the explosion which 
wrecked the Maine came from under- 
neath the vessel, and that her maga- 
zines had nothing to do with the initial 
explosion and played a much small part 
in the great disaster than was at first 
supposed. 

“The evidence that has served to 
convince the board was obtained by 
Ensign Powellson, an officer attached 
to the Fern. Mr. Powellson was for- 
merly in the construction corps and 
took o two-years special course in the 
Glasgow School of Naval Architecture. 
He is therefore a competent witness. 
What he discovered was that the for- 
ward part of the keel of the Maine, 
with its ribs and plates, was stove up- 
ward so far that parts of the shattered 
double bottom show out of water, and 
in places sections of the green-painted 
outer hull ere visible. 

“Corroborative of evidence given by 
Ensign Powellson, and of equal sig- 
nificance and importance, is the result 
of the close examination made by the 
divers What they found indicates 
that the explosion came from a point 
beneath the keel. A plumb line dropped 
from a point just forward of the con- 
ning-tower would have laid the lead 
exactly on the spot where the explo- 
sion occurred that hove keel and plates 
and ribs almogt to the surface. The 
main force of the explosions seems to 
have been exerted slightly on the port 
sid of the vessel. This is consistent 
with the facts hitherto ascertained. 

“Collectively -<hese now indicate that 
the contents of the reserve 6-inch 
magazine were exploded by th initial 
blast, and that there was no explo- 
sion in either of the two. In the re- 
serve magazine was stored 2500 pounds 
of powder, in copper tanks, each of 
which contained 200 pounds. Several 
of these tanks have been found by the 
divers, all in crushed and shapeless 
It is important ‘to note that 
in the 6-inch and 10-inhe tanks re- 
covered, the excelsior used for packing 
the charges shows no injury from flame 
or gases 


“The der stowell” in the 9-inch 


reserve magazine was used for saluting 
purposes only. The magazine itself ap- 
pears to have been utterly destroyed, 
only a few traces being left to show 
the spot where it was once ocated. 
“The under part of the 10-inch maga- 
zine is wholly inaccessible to divers. 
In the upper part is tightly wedged a 
mass of powder cylinders, too heavy 
for divers to extricate, but apparently 
containing unexploded charges of pow- 
der. The orpedo tube of the 
Maine has bee cated in the wreck. 
It lies in the ®débris forward sub- 
merged several feet under walter. — 
“The hull is now imbedded in the 
mud to the depth of eight feet. The 
divers sing to their armpits in the mud, 
and have the greatest difficulty in pros- 
ecuting ‘their work. Those engaged on 
the forward part of the ship are un- 
der the charge of Gunner Charles Mor- 
gan, an officer specially detailed from 
the flagship New York for that pur- 
pose, and who has the reputation of 
being the most efficient of his rank.” 


SPANIARDS EXCITED. 


The Accident Theory not Exploited 
to Their Satisfaction. * 
[BY DIRECT WINE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 24.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The developments of today 
in the Maine disaster were neither 
many nor sensational. The entir® coun- 
try seems to have accepted the fact 
that theories can avail nothing, and 
the only course is to possess one’s soul 
in patience till the board of inquiry 
now at Havana, but in a few hours to 
adjourn to Key West, finishes its la- 
rors, 

The number of persons who have tes- 
tified before the court of inquiry at 
Havana, not including the officers and 
crew of the Maine, is about thirty. 
Many were eye-witnesses of the ca- 
tastrophe, who were near the battle- 
ship at the moment of the explosion, 
either while crossing the harbor or 
looking at the Maine from shore. 

Their testimony is kept absolutely 
secret and confidential. Though it is 
impossible to ascertain what its na- 
ture is, the testimony is considered to 
be of great importance as corroborat- 
ing the conclusions arrived at through 
the discoveries made by the divers and 
the reports of the officers and crew 
of the Maine. The government's divers 
gave their testimony before the board. 
Later in the day the divers of the 
wrecking company appeared before the 
board. 

The Spaniards are much excited and 
claim the board is not giving the “‘ac- 
cident” theory a fair show. The chance 
of indemnity from Spain—even if it 
were demanded—appears to_have faded 
into shadow. It is reported from Lon- 
dion that bankers there had refused to 
pay cash for coupons clipped from 
Spanish bonds, because the Bank of 
Spain has not been provided by the 
Spanish government with funds to 
pay threse coupons when presented. And

DISCLOSURES OF DIVERS, 


Indicate That the Explosion was 
from Without, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.}] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—The Even- 
ing Star has received the following ca- 
blegram from Charles Pepper, its sta 
correspondent in 

“At this writing divers are developing 
important results. From examinations 
of the interior wreckage they have se- 
cured evidence that seems conclusive 
that the explosion came from under- 
neath the ship. 

“Some of the smaller magazines may 
have exploded. Tne main ten-inch mag- 
azine did not explode. The condition 
of the interior of the ship shows fur- 
ther probability of the wreck having 
been due to outside force.

Capt. Sobral, late naval attaché of 


the legation, came to Washington yes- 
terday and conferred with Sefior du 
Bese. Any misunderstanding which 
has occurred as to this official status 
is due to the fact that official notifi- 
cation of the termination of his ser- 
vices had not come to him from the 
naval chiefs under whom he served. 
The decree was formally gazetted, 
however, and during Cant. Sobral's 
visit here he received orders from 
Madrid to report there at once.’ He 
therefore will take an early steamer,

“Surgeon of the Maine, after con-— 
sulting with others, recommended that 
all beddng and clothng should be 
abandoned. Might to acclimated poor.

Friends of dead should understand we 
are in the tropics. Chaplain Chadwick 
charged with all matters relating to 
the dead.

MR. WOODFORD’S BANQUET. 


What Spanish Newspapers Have to 
Say About the United States,

MADRID, Feb. 24.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The United States Minister, Mr. 
Woodford, gave a banquet today in 
honor of the new Spanish Minister at 
Washington, Sefior Polo y Bernabe. 
The guests included the Austrian, Rus- 
sian, French, German, Italian; Turk- 
ish, Dutch and British ministers, and 
the Duke of Veragua, the lineal des- 
cendant of Columbus, who was the 
guest of the United States at the time 
of the Chicago Fair; the Premier, Sefior 
Sagasta, two members of the Cabinet 
and the staff of the United States Le- 
gation. 

Much political importance was at- 
tached here to the incident and the 
banquet, “coupled with the peaceful ut-, 
terances of. President McKinley,” ac- 
cording to a eemi-official report, have 
been optimistically utilized by the 
ministerial press, but the Imparcial ‘to- 
day takes the Spanish government to 
task for its “apathy, contrasted with 
the patriotic feeling of the country,” 
and warns the nation against the 
“hypocritical Yankee policy, which 
really aims at the independence of 
Cuba.”’ 

Continuing, the Imparcial says: 
“President McKinley may make and 
reiterate the protestation of: friendship 
and pacific intentions, but his actions 
contradict his words. While the Presi- 
dent of the United States is cajoling 
with words he sharpens his dagger to 
stab us behind. While talking concord 
he utilizes his Sundays in unuslal war 
preparations at the docks and cancels 
the furloughs of the marines. Can we 
trust those who are preventing the 
pacification of C¢ba and fomenting the 
rebellion and filibustering expeditions; 
sending warships under the pretext of 
friendship and preaching peace? We 
must prepare for war. There is no 
time to acquire warships, but we 
should fit out immediately what we 
have, sending the Pelayo, Colon, Car- 
los V, and Maria Teresa to follow the 
Almirante, Oquendo and Vizcaya, to 
Cuban waters and the rest of the fleet 
to guard the peninsula. Any other 
policy than preparedness is only ‘to 
play into the American game, which. is 
to exhaust our resources and gain the 
independence of Cuba without risking 
anything. How long does the govern- 
ment mean to favor the American plan? 
How long will the agonizing nation 
tolerate the apathy of the ,goyern- 
ment?’ 

This language from a semi-official 
organ is much commented upon. 

The Paix frankly declares that Cuban 
independence is imminent.

How far this general law will. affect 
the special relief extended to the Maine 
sufferers cannot be determined, but in 
any event it will cover only the actual 
loss of clothing, etec., while the relief 
measure is designed to give the bulk 
allowance, equivalent to twelve 
months’ pay. 

. Mr. Boutelle stated that his call had 
nothing to do with the question of 
new ships and naval equipment, to be 
provided by the Naval Appropriation 
Bill in course of preparation under his 
chairmanship. Referring to the rumors 
of treachery in connection with gthe 
‘Maine disaster, he said: ‘I feel that 
any man who, by spoken or written 
utterance, adds a spark to inflame 
public sentiment at this juncture is 
as guilty as the man who would touch 
a match to the powder magazine ef a 
vessel. This is a time for the calmest 
judgment, instead of unguarded talk, 
wholly without basis of established 
fact, of a war which would entail the 
lives of hundreds and thousands of 
our: people.”’ 

- This was diplomatic day at the- State 
Department, and it brought the usual 
number of callers upon the Secretary 
of State and Assistant Secretary Day. 
The Portuguese Minister came early 
and was followed by Mr. du Bosc, the 
Spanish chargé d’affaires..

MR. BOUTELLE’S BILL. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—Represen- 
tative Boutelle of Maine, chairman of 
the Committee on Naval Affairs in 
the House, introduced a bill late this 
afternoon providing for the relief of 
the victims of the United States bat- 
tleship Maine. It follows generally the 
lines of the Samoan disaster relief bill 
of 1890, and is the result of several 
days’ conférence in committee, and 
embodies the views of the administra- 
tion. 

Chairman Boutelle had a conference 
with President wh at 
which he went over with he pro- 
posed legislation, and later Atithittea 
the measure at an informal meeting 
of some of the committee. It will be 
referred back to the committee, be 
immediately acted on there, and its 
passage by Congress be expedited. 

The bill provides for the payment 
of twelve months’ sea-pay to the 
widow, child or children, or, if there 
be none such, to the parent or parents; 
or, if neither of these, to the brothers 
and sisters of each of those killed in 
the Maine. In addition, the legal heirs 
of each of the victims shall receive 
any arrears of pay due at the time of 
death. 

It is provided, also, that any allot- 
ments previously made by any of the 
deceased in favor of any relatives of 
the degrees mentioned, shall be con- 
tinued for three months, the amounts 
so paid to be deducted in the twelve 
months’ pay otherwise allowed. 

Claims for the relief ‘thus provided 
must be filed with the Secretary of 
the Navy within two years from the 
date of the passage of the bill, and it 
is provided further that such rellef 
shall be accepted in full compensa- 
tion, and satisfaction of any and all 
claims on the part of the beneficiaries 


on account of loss or death through 
the destruction of the Maine. 

The bill also appropriates $10,000 for 
the removal, so far as practicable, and 
burial in the United States cemetéry 
at Arlington, of the remains of the 
victims with fyrther provisions that 
relatives of any of such deceased may 
require the remains to be conveyed to 
their homes, within the United States, 
at the government's expense for 
burial. The removal of any body is 
made subject to the discretion of the 


‘Secretary of the Navy.

BAKERSFIELD, Feb. 24.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] One of the most daring 
hold-ups for some years occurred at 
Kern City at a comparatively early 
hour last night. 

About 10 o’clock last night three men 
with handkerchiefs tied over their 
faces entered the saloon of Felippe 
Bros., at Kern City, and while one of 
them covered the barkeeper, who was 
the only occupant at the time, the 
others locked the door and proceeded 
to search the premises. After rifling 
the pockets of their prisoner they com- 
pelled him to go behind the bar and 
open the till, the contents of which, 
together with a revolver and several 
bottles of whisky, they appropriated 
and, binding and gagging the bar- 
keener. went their way as quietly and 
mysteriously as they had come. 

The barkeeper finally succeeded in 
freeing himself and so had the neigh- 
borhood aroused, but although the of- 
ficers spent the entire night searching 
for the robbers, not the slightest clue 
as to their identity or whereabouts 
could be obtained. The description 
“states that one of the men was of 
herculean build, with a black beard, 
while his two smaller companions, one 
Was smooth shaven and the _ other 
seemed older and had a mustache 
tinged with gray. The incident has 
caused great commotion, and every ef- 
fort will be made to apprehend the 
trio. 

It is thought from the methodical 
and nonchalent way in which the man- 
euver was executed that they are old 
hands and the way in which they have 
covered their tracks seems to bear out 
this idea.

Speaking of 
the crop cenditions this morning, W. H.

said: 
“The deposit of snow on the moun- 
tains is satisfactory, guaranteeing a 
good stage of ‘tthe rivers during the 
next year.

Wilson, Secretary of Agriculture, has

made to give the Cabinet official a re- 
ception befitting his rank. 


Not Within the Code. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 24.—The Su- 
preme Court today affirmed the judg- 
ment of the Sunerior Court in the suit 
of the Savings and Loan Society of this 
city against Fannie McKoon, execu- 
tric, to foreclose a mortgage in San 
Mateo county. In the appeal the de- 
fendant claimed that the plaintiff had 
not complied with the law, and that its 
articles of incorporation had not been 
filed with the Recorder of San Diego 
county. The Supreme Court held that 
this step is necessary only where the 
corporation owns real property, and it 
being a mortgage does not bring it 
within the pale of the code provision.

SAN JOSE, Feb. 24.—The New Char- 
ter Club met this evening and ratified 
the nominations for city officers made 
by the Nominating Committee, as fol-

Col. A. K. Whit- 
ton, who had been nominated for 
Mayor, tendered his resignation as a 
member of the club, on the ground that 
it was being manipulated by a few 
men for their own ends. 


Hoffman Head the Pistol. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 24.—In the 
Figel murder ttrial today Charles Hoff- 
man, 2 cousin of Isaac Hoffman, tes- 
tified that he saw the pistol with which 
the shooting was done in a drawer in 
Mr. Hoffman’s desk during the latter 
part of last May. He gave a minute de- 
scription of the weapon, and said that 
as near as he could fix the date when 
he saw it it was about a week before 
Hoffman’s death. Witness said that 
Figel owned the nistol about a year 
azo. Other testimony went to prove 
an alibi for Figel at the time of the 
tragedy. 


Horses Killed on a Railroad Bridge. 


TEHAMA, Feb. 24.—Train No. 15, 
which is due here at 4:40 o’clock, 
reached the eastern end of the Sacra- 
mento bridge half an hour late “this 
morning and upon entering the bridge 
the engineer discovered several obecits 
ahead. Before he could bring his train 
to a standstill the engine ran into a 
small band of horses belonging to a 
party of campers and killed four of the 
animals. Beyond demolishing the steps 
of several cars and delaying the train 
one hour while the track was being 
cleared, no further damage was done. 


Hencoop Kills a Man. 


ASTORIA (Or.,) Feb. 24.—A fatal ac- 
cident occurred on board the British 
four-masted bark Rosshire, from 
Puget Sound, while crossing in this 
afternoon. A tremendous swell was 
running, which caused the vessel to 
roll heavily, and a heavy hencoop 
fastened forward of the main hatch 
broke loose. The _ ship's carpenter, 
James Emmas, tried to secure it, and 
was caught between it and the rail. 
His skull was crushed into a pulp, acd 
he died instantly. 


Child Mangled by Machinery. 

BUREKA, Feb. 24.—The tweive-year- 
old son of J. E. Paul of this city was 
the victim of a serious accident in Bell 
& Harrison’s shingle mill at Trinidad 
today. He was found lying uncon- 
scicus on the floor, with one arm torn 
from its socket and the other frac- 
tured in two places. Both legs were 
broken and there were many cuts about 
the face and head. His recovery is 
extremely doubtful. It is supposed 
that he became entangled in the ma- 
chinery.

geles county, convicting John Va.salo 
of arson. The court finds that the tes- 
timony conclusively proved that the 
defendant burned his own premises 


in order to secure the insurance there- 
on. The exceptions of the defendant 
were purely technical. 


Dice Oid Muraer, 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 24.—The Su- 
preme Court has atlirmed the judgment 
of the Superior Court of Tulare county, 
which found Benjamin Dice guilty of 
murder in the second degree. Dice 
shot killed his brother-in-law, 
Grant Smith, during a dispute over the 
possession of an irrigating ditch. The 
appeal was based upon the _insuffi- 
ciency of the evidence to convict. 


Suit for Damages. 


PHOENIX  (Ariz..) Feb.  24.—The 
Maricopa and Phoenix and Salt River 
Valley Railway was sued today in the 
District Court by the heirs .of Mrs. 
J. H. Root for $26,000. Last June ata 
railroad ¢rossing one of the defendant's 
trains erashed-into a buggy containing 
Mrs. Itoot. The woman was thrown to 
the ground and so injured that she died 
a month later. 


Sweeney’s Sentence Commuted. 


SACRAMENTO, Feb..24.—Gov. Budd 
today commuted the sentence of 
Charles J. Sweeney. sent from San 
Francisco a few years ago for man- 
slaughter, and his term will expire 
March 1. Sweeney was an _ old-time 
baseball-player. While under ‘the influ- 
ence of liquor he caused the death of 
a man in San Francisco. 


Shot by His Partner. 


ROSEBURG (Or.,) Feb. 24.—J. N. 
Casteel, an old and well-known miner 
of this section, was shot and killed to-

ALMOST A PANIC 


ON THE NEW YORK STOCK EX- 
CHANGE YESTERDAY. 


James R. Keane, Greatest of Bear 
Speculators, Makes a Fortune 
in an Hour. 


STOCKS FORCED WAY DOWN. 


THOUSANDS OF SHARES OF RAIL- 
ROAD STOCK WERE SOLD. 


Reliable Brokers Come to the Res- 
cue, but not Until Millions of 
Dollars Were Lost—Vander- | 
bilt Stock Influenced, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 24.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Wall street had the near- 
est approach to a papic this morning 
that stock speculators and margin 
gamblers have experienced for many 
years. They did not suffer so much 
loss, owing to their ability to flop from 
bull to bear. One man, James R. 
Keene, the greatest of the bear specu- 
lators, was primarily responsible for 
this big slump in prices. In an hour, 
between 10 and 11 am., his fortune 
probably doubled. He made more 
money in that one hour, according to 
common report, than the President of 
the United States makes in four, years. 

Stock quotations have been gradu- 
ally sagging downward during the 
past week, owing to the uncertain 
prospects of trouble with Spain. In 
Wall street the feeling of security be- 
came more shaky, and Keene and his 
associates saw an opportunity for a 
great raid. The instant the gong 
clanged for the opening of the Stock 
Exchange, at 10 o’clock, a dozen brok- 
ers scattered throughout the room be- 
gan shouting at the tops of their voices 
and offering to sell stocks in great 
blocks, the brokers took alarm like a 
flock of scared sheep. 

Down, down, down went the prices 
faster than the tickers could register 
them. For half an hour it was panic. 
Manhattan, Metropolitan and Sugar 
went with a smash, and nearly ten 
points was the extreme drop. 

Scores of other stock dropped in 
sympathy. The Stock Exchange was in 
pandemonium. Then the tide changed. 
The bears were the first to change it. 
They began buying back at low figures 
the same stocks they had sold. 

“Covering their shortinterest”’ is the 
technical name for these operations. 
Legitimate brokerage houses came to 
the rescue gradually, and the market 
climbed up a few points. Then followed 
a period of feebleness. Sales were few 
and spasmodic. Prices wavered in 
fractions. At noon not more than half 
the loss had been regained. And thus 
the Stock Exchange clp@~d. Thousands 
of shares of railway stocks had been 
sold. The net loss in value had been 
millions of dollars. : 

From last December until the decline 
at the time of the De Lome incident 
Keene bulled the market. His hold- 
ings were Northern Pacific, Union Pa- 
cific, Oregon Short Line, Oregon Rail- 
way and Navigation Company, New 
York Central, Lake Shore and Vander- 
bilt stock generally. 

He was bullish when Vanderbilt’s led 
the market in January, and then he got 
out one fine day and went into Metro- 
politan straightway. When it was up 
sixty points he quietly got out of it. 
On both of these retreats he made 
money. He began to go short after 
the Maine disaster. Then came the 
break of today, and Keene’s enormous 
profits were not alone in the stock he 
unloaded today, but om what he has 
sold ever since December. 


SUCCESSFUL OPERATION, 


THE HEAD OF A BANCROFT, 
IOWA, CITIZEN. 


ON 


An Accident Had Flattened One Side 
of His Head, but the Surgeon’s 
Knife Successfully Restored it 
to Its Proper Shape. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

CHICAGO, Feb. 24.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Dr. E. M. Phelps, one of the 
most eminent surgeons in New York 
City, ie in Chicago for a brief stay, 
and this afternoon appeared before the 
clinic of the Rush Medical College and 
performed some difficult operations. 
One most unique was that success- 
fully accomplished on John Adolphson 
of Bancroft, Iowa. Since his fifth year 
Adolphson has been embarrassed with 
a flat head. This distortion was the 
result of a twelve-foot drop into a well, 
the bottom of which the lad struck on 
the left side of his cranium. The soft 
bones were flattened, and for days ft 
was believed the boy would die. He 
survived, but his head remained flat- 
tened on the left side. His left side 
was paralyzed, to add to the distress- 
ing details, and soon eplipsy showed 
itself at frequent intervals. 

Dr. Phelps cut around the large por- 
tion of the skull and elevated it. The 
raised part was kept in place by sew- 
ing up periostium. In twenty minutes 
the lowa man’s head was as round 
as al apple, and there is no reason to 
expect anything but the best results 
from the operation. After the surgeon 
had cut into the skull he pressed the 
flat portion out. A very large Incision 
had to be made to recover the affected 
part, and after the bone had been ele- 
vated, the covering or periostium had 
to be sewed to keep the cranium from 
falling back to its deformed condi- 
tion. A great deal of bone had to be 
cut away, and Dr. Phelps did this with 
his bone forceps. By the elevation of 
the. cranium the pressure on the brain 
was removed, and this will preclude 
any possibility of the return of epi- 
leptic symptoms.

THE OLD PIONEER BREATHES HIS 
LAST IN NEW YORK, ’ 


Was a Friend of Senator Broderick. 
Once Planned the Conquest of 
Hawalii—Declined the Postmas- 
tership of San Francisco—Assa- 
ciated With Fremont. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 
NEW YORK, Feb. 24.—Maj. Abia 


Selover died yesterday in this city, aged | 


74 years. He was a pioneer of Cali- 
fornia, and was an intimate friend of 
Senator Broderick. He was _ present 
when Judge Terry offered Broderick 
the insult which resulted in the death 
of the latter in a duel. 

In 1852 he joined an expedition hav- 
ing for its object the conquest of the 
Hawaiian Islands, the King having ap- 
proved of the undertaking. The expe- 


dition was abandoned, however. At 
the commencement of President 
Pierce’s administration, he was  of- 


fered the position of postmaster at 
San Francisco, but declined all politi- 
cal honors, and entered the real estate 
business under the firm name of Sel- 
over & Sinton. In 1858 he associated 
himself with Fremont in the Mariposa 
estate, consisting of an area of sev- 
enty square miles, which were sold 
in 1863 to a company in Wall street 
for $10,000,000 in stock and $1,500,000 in 
bonds. 

At the outbreak of the civil war, 
Maj. Selover went to Europe for the 
purpose of buyings arms for the Fed- 
eral government, = and, returning 
shortly afterward, entered the busy 
life of Wall street, where he made and 
lost several fortunes. 


JOINT TRAFFIC CASE. 


Hearing Begun in the Unite States 
Supreme Court Yesterday. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON. Feb. 24.—The Su- 
preme Court today began hearing the 
joint traffic case, in which the 
United States seeks to have the agree- 
ment on the part of the thirty-one 
leading railroads of the country, con- 
stituting the Traffic Association, as 
formed in 1895, declared null and 
void, and to have the association en- 
joined from operating under this agree- 
ment. 

Senator George Edmunds '§ of Ver- 
mont, ex-Minister to England E. J. 
Phelps and Hon. James Carter of New 
York are among the list of legal tal- 
ent engaged. Solicitor-General Rich- 
ards appeared for the government to- 
day. The time for the presentation 
of the case was extended so as to 
give counsel for the railroads four 
hours, making six hours for the entire 
hearing. 

Mr. Richards opened today. He de- 
pended largely upon the decision of 
the Supreme Court in the Transmis- 
souri Freight Association case as to 
precedent in this case, arguing that 
there was practically no difference be- 
tween the agreement in that case and 
the agreement of the roads which are 
parties to the Joint Traffic Associa- 
tion. 


THE AGREEMENT DEFENDED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—Mr.. Rich- 
ards was followed. .by Mr. Carter for the 
Traffic Association. He contended that 
instead of being a restraint of trade, 
the Joint Traffic Association agree- 
ment was actually intended to promote 
trade and commerce. 

In conclusion Carter said if such 
agreement as that for the traffic asso- 
ciation could not be enforced, one of 
three things must happen. Bither all 


‘railroad transportation must be aban- 


doned, all the roads must consolidate, 
or all competing roads must be found 
daily violating a criminal law. The 
first two alternatives were not likely to 
occur and inevitably the third must. 

“In other words,’’ said Justice 
Brewer, interrupting, “ the railroads 
are to be expected to disobey the law 
unless they are allowed to give a bond 
to one another to obey it?” 

In reply to this observation, Carter 
said: “It is possible to put such obliga- 
tions on men that it is not possible for 
humam nature to observe them.” 

Carter spoke for two and a half 
hours, holding the court’s attention 
until the hour. of adjournment. 


BILL BRYAN’S BOSH. 


Asserts That Money Will Be the 
Paramount Campaign Issue,

TOPEKA (Kan.,) Feb. 24.—William J.

Premier M. Meline Discusses the 
Conviction and Sdntence of the 
Author—He Think§ it Was Just.

PARIS, Feb. 24.—[By Atfantic Cable.] 
The Chamber of Deputies Was thronged 
today and it was decide& to request 
the Premier, M. Meline, to immedi 
discuss the interpellation of 
Hubbard and Gautier relative to the 
conviction of M. Zola yesterday. 

M. Viviani declared that the Social- 
ists, although they might be divided 
relative to the Dreyfus case, were in 
entire accord in regard to the preroga- 
tive of civil over military power. 

M. Meline replied: ‘‘Popular, demo- 
cratic justice has given a verdict 
after a military court, and you will ac- 
cept it. Gen. Billot (Minister for War) 
gave nor order to generals summoned 
to testify before the tribunal of the 
country. One general has been accused 
on account of his utterances. Undoubt- 
edly he spoke a word too much, but you 
must remember the frightful charge 
thrown in his face.” 

Continuing, M. Meline said the 
charges made against the army were 
unjust and hé asserted that there was 
net a single officer who had been 
guilty of plotting against the country, 
even in his dreams. 

“The government,” continued the 
Premier, “intends to impose peace upon 
all, and will take the measures which 
the circumstances demand. No one 
after yesterday’s verdict could raise 
the discussion in good faith, and if the 
present laws don’t suffice, the govern- 
ment will ask the Chamber for another 
vote, which will prove that patriotism 
is involved and that discussion among 
us must disappear.” 

M. Goujon moved that M. Meline’s 
spech be posted throughout France, 
and the motion was adopted. 

M. Cavaignac, the former Minister, 
then reproached the government with 
not uttering the whole truth at the 
trial, and with insufficiently defending 
the officers. He also said he wanted a 
powerful army, but one subordinate to 
civil power. 

The debate was then closed and sev- 
eral motions were presented. The Pre- 
mier accepted a vote of confidence in 
the government and approving of the 
declarations of tig government, the 
vote standing 461 ayes to 40 nays. The 
order of the day. pure and simple, was 
adopted by 428 to 54 votes. 

M. Viviani asked urgency for a mo- 
tion to grant amnesty to these who 
had been arrested on the charge of 
creating the disturhances in Algeria. 

M. Milliard, Minister of Justice, in 
reply, said that amnesty would be an 
act of weakness and that the culnrits 
must be punished. 

The urgency motion was thereupon 
rejected by a vote of 322 to 44.

AN IMPRACTICABLE MEASURE. 

A Populistic measure is pending in 
the Iowa Legislature which proposes 
the taxation of mortgages. There is 
not much likelihood that the bill will 
become a law, for common sense Still 
holds the balance of power in That 
body. If it should pass, the money 
borrowers of Iowa, and not the money 
lenders, will bear the additional bur- 
dens imposed by the law. 

Theoretically, mortgages, trust 
deeds, and similar obligations should 
share with other personal property 
and with real estate, the burdens of 
taxation. But in practice, a mortgage 
tax law fails to accomplish that re- 
sult, and only increases the burdens 
of those whom it was designed to re- 
lieve. The mortgage-tax provision of 
the California State Constitution is a 
‘rank and unqualified failure in this 
respect. It does not compel the hold- 
ers of mortgage securities to pay 
taxes on those securities, and it is 
apparently powerless to do so. Peo- 
ple in need of loans find it more difti- 
cult to obtain them than it would be 
if this provision were not in the Con- 
stitution, and the rate of interest is 
made much higher by the operation of 
the law. The prevailing rate of in- 
terest here now is 11 per cent. “‘gross’”’ 
or 8 per cent. “net” on ordinary loans. 
The meaning of these terms is that 
the mortgagor pays 11 per cent. inter- 
est on his loan in cases where the 
mortgagee pays the tax on his mort- 
gage, or 8 per cent. if the mortgagor 
pays the tax. The law provides that 
an agreement between borrower and 
lender, to the effect that the former 
shall pay the mortgage tax, shall be 
null and void, and that the lender 
shall forfeit all interest on the loan. 

More or less circumlocution is nec- 
essary in order to defeat the intent 
of the law, but it is invariably de- 
feated. The borrower invariably pays 
the tax. The money-lender will not 
make loans unless he can so arrange 
matters that his money will net him 
a good rate of interest above the tax 
on his mortgage. 
money cannot be compelled to loan 
it, and he has an unquestioned right 
to refuse to loan it on terms which 
are not to his liking. Therefore, the 
would-be borrower cannot obtain the 
desired loan unless he will: enter into 
some agreement by the terms of 
which, in effect, he will pay the mort- 
gage tax. As an agreement of this 
kind, in specific terms, works forfeit- 
ure of the entire interest, considerable 
ingenuity is requisite to evade thé 
law. The rate of interest is placed 
at a figure high enough to protect 
the lender against unforeseen contin- 
gencies, and the borrower “pays the 
freight.” 

This is the way in which the mort- 
gage-tax law works in California. It 
is not of the least benefit to Lue wor- 
rower, but is a positive and continuing 
injury. It tends to keep capital 
away from the State, and thus to 
* keep the rate of interest higher than 
it would be if there were no such re- 
striction. Strange to say, althougii 
the law is directly injurious to the 
borrower, whom it was designed to 
benefit, the people of California have 
thus far refused to amend the Con- 
stitution so as to repeal this ob- 
noxious tax. The popular idea seem& 
to be that to de so Would inure to 
the benefit of money-lenders and to 
the injury of borrowers. The truth 
is that it would make but little dit-

A PROSPECTIVE OUTRAGE. 

It begins to look as if this commun- 
ity is preparing to commit an out- 
rage upon the railroads that serve as 
a transcontinental outlet from the city 
of Los Angeles; which is not only 
cruel but deeply and darkly wicked 
no end. It is about to force upon 
these common carriers the necessity 
of handling immense crowds, of put- 
ting on extra trains, hiring more 
train men and rushing the _ ticket- 
sellers until the perspiration oozes 
from every pore. With malice afore- 
thought, the enterprising business 
men of this city are getting up a 
week of carnival which promises to 
draw such crowds as will tax the 
capacity of the railroads to furnish 
transportation for them for almost an 
entire week, and to so disturb the 
railway switchmen that they may be 
called upon to throw three switches 
where they are in the habit of throw- 
ing but one. And this forthcoming 
outrage goes farther than this; it 
promises to stimulate transcontinental 
travel to such an extent that hun- 
dreds of tourists will visit J.os Ange- 
les who would not otherwise come 
here. This means that the porters 
of the Pullman cars will be called upon 
to make up more berths than usual; 
that the Pullman Company will be 
forced to send a largely-augmented list 
of soiled linen to the laundry, ana 
that the springs under the cars will 
be given additional wear and tear at 
a cost of as much as ’steen dollars, 

Of course, in some countries, rail- 
roads have been known to undertake 
all sorts of enterprises in »vrder to 
Stimulate travel. -They have even 
been known to advertise the sight of 
a dead whale as a big thing, and to 
be glad to have crowds flock to see it; 
and on other occasions they have em- 
ployed brass bands to make music at 
ocean beaches, secured feminine lion 
tamers to make exhibitions ofthe king 
of beasts and his antics, and to 
otherwise get up diversions that the}: 
public might be wooed to spend its 
good, red money for transportation to 
and fro from point to point in the 
land. 

But such appears to be contrary to 
good business methods In this particu- 
lar neck of the woods; and anything 
having a tendency to unduiy stimu- 
late traffic is frowned upon es a thing 
abhorrent to the poise, dignity and 
Solid comfort of the gentlenen who 
are mighty, powerful and away up in 
railroad management. 

As has already been said, and re- 
peated, these outrageous proceedings 
are going on in our midst, and there 
seems to be no way to stop them. It 
is a sad commentary on the inhuman- 
ity of man to man, which has a wide- 
Spread reputation for making count- 
less thousands mourn that this should 
be the case, that there should no- 
where in all the land be a power 
strong enough to restrain this .enter- 
prising populace of Los Angeles from 
g0ing ahead and forcing the ail- 
roads to haul great crowds of people, 
thus swelling their coffers contrary 
to all the elements of propriety. in- 
deed it is mighty tough! 


PREPARING FOR EMERGENCIBS. 

A Washington dispatch to the Chi- 
cago Tribune quotes the President as 
making the following statement, “with 
the utmost frankness,” to a Senator 
who called upon him in order “to ask 
SOme serious questions’ as to the 
policy of the administration in the 
pending crisis: 

“I do not propose to do anything 
at all to accelerate war with Spain. 
Up to the present I do not think war 
is either necessary or inevitable. l 
would be lax in my duty, however, if 
I did not prepare for the future. The 
situation ,is grave and the policy ot 
the administration will be determined 
almost entirely by the course of events 
from time to time. There is no neces- 
sity of alarming the people, but Con- 
gress must be ready.to assist -the ad- 
ministration without making too many 
inquiries as to the course of current 
events.” 

These words undoubtedly express 
the present attitude of the adminis- 
tration. That the situation is ex- 
tremely grave cannot truthfully be 
denied. While, as the President says, 
war is neither necessary nor inevita- 
ble, it is a possibility, and by no 
means a remote possibility, of:tue ex- 
isting situation. Such being the case, 
it is incumbent upon those in au- 
thority to prepare for any contin- 
gency, to the end that if war should 
come we would be in a position to 
act, both offensively and defensively, 
with promptness, vigor, and effective- 
ness, 

The nation may rest assured that 
the administration will neither enter 
rashly upon the enterprise of ,war 
nor submit to any conditions of 
peage which involve dishonor. In the 
nature of things, nothing decisive car 


be done until the investigation into 
the Maine disaster has been com- 
pleted, or at least has so far pro- 
gressed as to leave no reasonable 
doubt as to the cause of the explo- 
sion. The report of the naval board 
of inquiry will in all probability make 
clear the course of action which it 
will be necessary to pursue. What- 
ever that course may be, the admin- 
istration may be relied upon to pursue 
it with consistency and vigor. 

In the mean time, and rightly, ac- 
tive preparations are making to meet 
the worst if the worst comes. Unclé 
Sam will not be caught napping. 


If it was right to revoke the saloun 
license of the Van Nuys Hotel in the 
first place, it was certainly wrong to 
restore it. If we are to have popular 
respect for the laws of the Jand, there 
should be no such thing as favoritism, 
and the swell resort should have no 
more consideration when it disre- 
gards an ordinance than should the 
veriest deadfall in Dogtown. These 
remarks are not based upon the inérits 
Of this particular case, but are gen- 
eral observations locking to a strict 
enforcement of all laws, no matter 
what interest is concerned. If the 
high-toned establishments are not 
made to obey the ordinances of the 
city, what is to be expected from 
those of other and lower grades? Let 
us have no partiality in the enforce- 
ment of the law, but instead, let all 
be made to understand that justice 
knows no favorites, rich or _ poor, 
white or black, bond or free. If the 
big hotels run their bars on Sundays, 
or after hours at night, the licenses 
should be revoked and should not be 
restored, otherwise let everything be 
run wide open. There should be no 
middle course. :

When 
the time comes that Old Glory needs 
defenders, she has them in reserve by 
the million. Brother Jonathan’s lad’s 
are true and steady, and the men of 
the 60’s have their counterparts, thank 
God, in the men of ’98!

KIVE INDIANS INDICTED. 


CHARGED WITH BURNING AN OLD 
WOMAN LAST FEBRUARY. 


She Was Reported as a Witch and 

the Priests of the Tribe Ordered 

_ Her to Be Tortured Until She 
Confessed. 


[RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

ALBUQUERQUE (N. M.,) Feb. 24.— 
[Exclusive Dispatch.] The grand jury 
of Valfira county has indicted Nyuche, 
Natathalu, Naumosi and 
Keeasi, the five Zuni Indians «harged 
with burning an old woman of the 
Zuni pueblo by the name of Mauroirita, 
last February. She was reported as a 
witch, and the Society of the Priests 
of the Bow ordered her tortured until 
she confessed. The above-named emis- 
saris of the society, who have just 
been indicted, went to her house mn 
the dead of night, dragged her from 


her bed and almost literally dragzed 


her down the five stories to the 
ground, carrying her off to the “Tor- 
ture Canal,’’ where, tying her hands 


behind her, they burned and tortured 


her until, unable to endure the agony, 
she confessed. This satisfied her 
judges, who permitted her to crawl 
back to her abode. Here she was <is- 
covered a few days later, more dead 
than alive, by Miss Desette, the prin- 
cipal of the Indian school. She admin- 
istered to the poor unfortunate crea- 
ture until she was restored to health. 

The prisoners will have their trial 
at the next term of court in Valencia 
county. 


NEW CITY CHARTER.

Calm and Dignified Attitude of the 
American Press. 
[New York Tribune:] The best com- 


from Havana was contained in the 
first brief dispatch which told the news. 
“Public opinion should be suspended 
until further’ report.’’ Those words of 


into his mind at the very moment of 
the disaster and instantly transmitted 
by him to the government at Washing- 
ton, are to be commended to everyone 
who writes or speaks or even thinks 
upon the eubject. The secret of the 
destruction of the Maine may be re- 
vealed at any moment, or not until 
after many days. 
and for its indubitable appearance 
judgment and retribution may well af- 
ford to wait. It will not be long. It 
will be sure. And the settlement will 
be satisfactory. Excitement, rash ut- 
terances or action upon unproved prem- 
ises now would not hasten but would 
‘delay, would not assure but would 
imperil, the doing of exact and final 
justice. If the captain of the ship, by 
the red light of the burning wreck, 
could frame thoughts and pen words of 
soberness and prudence, men far re- 
moved in space and time from the 
tragic scene should surely do no less. 

For the present Capt. Sigsbee’s 
words are apt. And they are especially 
apt to the case of our own government. 
Cuban affairs and relations with Spain 
have for all but a year been exceps 
tionally perplexing to the President. 
He has dealt with them with a pa- 
tience, firmness, discretion and states- 
manlike wisdom that have commanded 
the confidence and admiration of all of 
the land. He has just disposed in a 
masterful manner of:one of the most 
embarrassing problems in the whole 
business. It is the manifest duty of 
every American to trust him in the 
present tragic crisis, to sustain him in 
his onerous tasks by emulating his 
own fortitude and forebearance, and 
above all scrupulously to refrain from 
any deed or words that might add even 
the least weight to his burdens. It is 
a time for curbing, the tongue and for 
withholding the hand, and for suspend- 
ing publie opinion until further report. 
When further, or final, report comes, 
the voice of the nation will be heard 
in no uncertain sound. 


Nation Awaits the Facts. 


[Chicago Times-Herald:] Terrible as 
the Maine disaster is, and fraught with 
so much that may affect the weal or 
woe of the nation, the composure and 
steadiness with which the news has 
been received by the great body of the 
people is worthy of all admiration. 
There has been no evidence of jingoism 
in any quarter entitled to the least re- 
spect, no breathings of threatening 
and slaughter, no desire expressed to 
work out revenges until the facts are 
known. With that repose which is al- 
ways the accompaniment of power, the 
American people with one accord have 
declared they will learn the truth first 
and act afterward. That the people 
manifest this temper is due to the im- 
plicit confidence they place in the ad- 
ministration of President McKinley. 
They take their cue from him because 
they have seen that from the beginning 
he hasS managed the Cuban question 
with rare circumspection and sagacity. 
There has been no haste and there has 
been no holding back, and he has 
sought only to find a just solution for 
the problem. Thus the President has 
imbued the nation with his own calm 
but determined spirit, ready to main- 
tain American honor everywhere and 
at any cost, but to hear, to weigh and 
to consider before striking a blow. No 
episode in our history will ever be more 
proudly recalled and praised by the 
generations to come than this. Capt. 
Sigsbee, in the coolness and courage 
with which he met this great disaster, 
was but a type of his countrymen. 


Time to Know. 


{New York Commercial Advertiser:] 
Every word and act of Capt. Sigsbee in 
the paralyzing crisis of the Maine dis- 
aster has discovered the born captain— 
the wise, cool, brave, prudent leader of 
men. This is no less true of his be- 
havior in the instant crisis of disci- 
pline than of his attitude toward the 
larger crisis of international relations 
he at once foresaw. Capt. Sigsbee is 
almost the only officer of the navy who 
has not thought out a theory of the 
cause of the disaster. Asked what he 
thought about it he answered: “In 
Such cases it is best not to think; it is 
best to know.”’ This is the keynote of 
national policy and national fceling. 
It is our first business to know what 
sent the Maine ‘to the bottom. All en- 
ergies should be concentrated on this 
investigation. All judgment should be 
suspended till it is firished. If the 
Gisaster calls for national action it will 
lose no force by certainty of its ground. 
Our own government and the public 
opinion of the country have imitated 
the admirable’ self-control of the 
Maine’s captain. One will conduct and 
the other will approve most searching 
investigation of the cause of the dis- 
aster. Both will reserve opinion until 
it shall be completed, but Doth will be 
ready for whatever action® the con- 
clusion may require, from reform of 
some imperfect detail in our. naval 
method to instant foreign war. 


Divided Opinions. 


[St. Paul Pioneer Press:] The blow- 
ing up of the Maine, with its fearful 
loss of life, has shocked the civilized 
world. But the cause of it is enveloped 
in a mystery that seems to be impene- 
trable. The opinions of naval experts 
are so divided upon it that it is the 
sheerest temerity for laymen to add 
their ignorant conjectures to the con- 
fusion of contradictory guesses. This 
at least oan be said with certainty: 
There is so far not a particle of proof 
that it was the result of Spanish 
treachery, or brought about by an ex- 
ternal explosion directed by hostile 
hands. Until we know more than is 
yet known of the character and prop- 
erties of the explosives on board the 
shfp or of the conditions surrounding 
them it would be extremely rash to say 
that the explosion could not have origi- 
nated in the ship itself, or to insist, as 
some naval authorities do, that it 
could only have resulted from some 
terrific explosive force externally ap- 
plied. Provisionally, at least, it is the 
part of common justice and fairness to 


| acquit the Spanish authorities of any 


complicity with a crime so barbarous 
and so shocking as would put Spain 
beyond the pale of civilized nations. 


Prudence and Patriotism. 


[Chicago News:] There has been no 
incident in all the perplexing complica- 
tions arising out of the Cuban revolt 
that calls for the coolness and dispas- 
sionate wisdom of the American people 
like thatt of the loss of the war vessel 
Maine. It is no time now to make ill- 
adv threats or to attempt, from 
trivial coincidences, to impeach the 
good faith of a nation with which we 
are on friendly termS, although differ- 
ences, and those of a serious nature, 
may exist. Nor does the explosion on 
the Maine give the American people 
any occasion to doubt the wisdom or 
patriotism of their own government 
or to intimate that it will be at all 
lax in doing its full duty in any exi- 
gency that may arise out of the Inct- 
dent which the Spanish government 
apparently deplores as sincerely as 
our own. . . We Americans are 
called a mercurial people, but the so- 
ber gecond thought is with us invari- 
ably the dominating one. In this new 
dilemma of the government the people 
should be loyal and wise enough to set 
an example to their members of Con- 
gress that will compel a prudence that 
is not cowardice and a patriotism that 
is not bombast.

There are always 
excitable spirits. But the fact that 
they are excitable does not mean that 
they are better patriots than those 
who put on the deepest calm in the 
greatest difficulties. If the excitable 
men who are apt to be jingoes, had 
their way, how often a country would 
be plunged into the gravest controv- 
ersies and wars. If these excitable men 
were in control of the government woe 
would pick an international quarrel! al- 
most every other day. We do not un- 
derestimate the welling patriotism in 
the hearts of our excitable brethren, 
but we do ask that the guidance of 
national affairs be left to men who have 
cool heads as well as: warm hearts. 
President McKinley, it seems to us, 
has acted wisely in the face of the 
difficulties that have beset his adminis- 
tration. He. feels the responSibilies 
deeply. He is just as anxious as any 
American citizen to do what is right 
and what is best for the people of Cuba, 
who are fighting for their independ- 
ence. But, however deplorable a situa- 
tion may be, it is not always possible 
for intervening naitions to solve it 
atonce. . 


Perfect Justice. 


{Kansas City Star:] There is a 
difference of opinion and some con- 
flicting statements in regard to the 
cause of this terrible catastrophe. 
The United States government occu- 
pies at present the attitude of a calm 
and dispassionate investigator. There 
is no occasion for any threats or hos- 
tile declarations, but this does not 
preclude preparation for any eventual 
emergency. The investigation should 
be searching, and comprehensive. It 
ought to include every circumstance 
which can throw any light on the 
question. It should, for instance, tak 
in the condition of the harbor of Ha- 
vana when the Maine entered it. Was 
the harbor mined, and was the Maine 
allowed to anchor without warning in 
a dangerous position? Were there 
threats made in Havana or Key West 
by any person, high or low, connected 
or not connected with the Spanish 
government? 

While the investigation is in prog- 
ress, the relations of the United 
States toward Spain are not those 
either of friendship or enmity. . . 
That time has not arrived. Just now 
the United States is not seeking war, 
but endeavoring to ascertain whether 
an act of war has already been com- 
mitted agains’ it. great nation 
ean afford to take time and to be per- 
fectly just. 


“Not a Zola Court.” 


[Baltimore American:] There is no 
evidence to fasten responsibility any- 
where at the present moment. An in- 
vestigation is to be made by a naval 
court of inquiry. It will not be a Zola 
court, but an American court, upon 
whose findings all should rely. It has 
a serious matter to investigate, in- 
volving the greatest consequences, no 
matter what discoveries may be made, 
and sheuld not be prodded or hurried 
either by the press or Congress. Every 
facility should be given for obtain- 
ing the whole truth, and when its 
judgment is recorded, that judgment 
should be final. Meanwhile, the peo- 
ple should be calm and contained. It 
will be time enough to get excited 
when it is made apparent that the 
has been treacherously as- 

ed. 


“A Well Poised Race.’ 


‘(Kansas City Journal:] The grav- 
ity of the situation is apparent to 
every one. It is readily understood 
that if the explosion cannot be shown, 
beyond mistake, to have been an ac- 
cident, the relations between the 
United States and Spain are alniost 
certain to become greatly strained. In 
view of these facts, the war possi- 
bility has come much nearer than it 
has been before, and its significance 
has sensibly impressed even those who 
have hitherto treated this possibility 
as a matter of little consequence. 
The American people are a well-poised 
race in times of real danger, and there 
is, more heroism, as well as more 
humanity, in the calm discussion of 
the news from Havana, than there 
has been in the extravagant utter- 
ances of those who have urged, in a 
spectacular fashion, policies that 
micht have precipitated war long 
since, if they had been put into ef- 
fect. If the present crisis be passed 
in safety, the incident should at least 
serve as a lesson to the war advocates, 
and impress the people in seneral 
more favorably than ever with Presi- 
dent McKinley’s firm but conserva- 
tive policy in dealing with delicate 
foreign affairs. 


Accept No Crazy Suspicions. 


[Anaconda Standard:] The Standard 
cannot see that there is anything laud- 
able in talk like that in which Sena- 
tor Mason has indulged. It looks more 
like an attempt to do something for 
Mason than for the Cubans. Nor can 
this newspaper see that there is war- 
rant for the effont of the Cuban jingoes 
in Congress to spread the suspicion 
that the explosion was the Spaniards’ 
work. The Standard and the very 
large majority of its readers are for 
Cuban independence but that does not 
signify that every crazy suspicion is 
to be accepted or that there shall be 
inconsiderate accusations of the sort 
that cannot be proved till the govern- 
ment makes an inquiry. That cannot 
possibly be decently made in a minute 
or a day or a week. 


Patriot or Jingo. 


[Chicago Inter Ocean:] There is as 
much differencé between jingoism and 
patriotism as there is between bluster 
and courage. The American people have 
never been misled by a jingo cry for 
political effect; they have never failed 
to respond to a patriotic appeal; have 
never failed to rebuke or punish in- 
difference, swpineness, or disloyalty of 
the government in face of danger to 
the common people. American public 
sentiment rings true when danger 
threatens the country or republican 
institutions or established American 
principles.

Each person who departs 
for the North takes with him from 150 
to 200 pounds of dried fruit, and this 
assumes, as the Commercial News says, 
at least 5,000,000 pounds of dried fruit 
being sold in the new market between 
now and September.” 


The San Francisco Chronicle gives 
sound advice to those agitated by the 
war scare. It says: “There is one 
safe rule for readers of the yellow 
press to follow if they want the actual 
and vital news about the affair with 
Spain, and that js to analyze the text 
before accepting the headlines and to 
pass special and exclusive paroxyms 
by to read, in.the privacy of small 
type, the matter-of-fact news.” 


Solid truth lies in this saying of the 
Tulare Register: “One thing the 
Maine incident and the strained rela- 
tions with Spain ought to do, and that 
is close the wide mouths of those who 
regard every expenditure for army 
or navy as money thrown away. De- 
spite the new leaves which the world 
has turned over from time to time it 
is a wicked old world still, and very 
little will precipitate a conflict, and, 
while the United States should not 
spend a dollar for aggression, it ‘must 
spend many millions for defense.” 


The Tacoma Ledger says with truth: 
“During the intense excitement follow- 
ing the sinking of the Maine, there 
has been unusual and remarkable good 
sense displayed in this country, Spain 
and Cuba, and no hasty or ill-consid- 
ered statements have been made, with 
one exception. Lieut. Sobria, naval 
attaché of the Spanish legation, has 
hastened to show his ears and to bray 
that he ‘knows the cause of the ex- 
plosion,’ and that discipline was lax 
on board the Maine. This asinine at- 
taché admits that in case of war he 
will be of immense service to his coun- 
try as the result of the information 
that has come to his knowledge. So- 
bria seems to be built on the De Lome 
plan, and will bear watching.” 


The San Francisco Chronicle says: 
“The cost of a single first-class battle- 
ship, with its armament, would pro- 
vide for fifty torpedo-boats, or about 
the number now needed, in addition 
to those building, to safeguard ports 
which pre not otherwise well protected. 
There is no surer guarantee of a long 
peace than the means of waging a 
successful war, and to this more than 
to any other cause England oweg her 
immunity from attack by powers that 
have no love for her. The principle 
is that which secures the peace of a 
city by ample provision for its police. 
The most conservative statesman in 
Congress, therefore, ought to vote the 
most generously for coast defenses, 
both afloat and ashore. No better 
way can be found to keep foreign na- 
tions respectful.”

HE much-needed rain still holds off 
at this writing, but there is every 
indication that it may be falling by 
the time these lines are in type. There 
have been fogs along the coast in the 
mornings. Plowing has generally 
stopped. While growing grain is doing 
fairly well, it is very backward. Or- 
ange orchards are being irrigated. 

Oranges have not been moving for- 
ward very rapidly during the past 
week. The market is not in quite so 
gatiefactory a condition as could be 
wished. Complaints are still coming 
from the East in regard to shipments 
of frozen orances. According to the 
Riverside Press, a man in Perris re- 
cently wrote to a friend in the East, 
who is a large dealer in oranges, ask- 
ing if he could not handle some fruit 
from this section. In the course of his 
reply the dealer said: 

“Barly in the season I bought a car 
of Riverside oranges. I had heretofore 
handled Florida fruit, but determined 
to buy California. The result was dis- 
astrous. The fruit was very green. I 
haven’t finished compromising and re- 
bating on account of that car of fruit 
yet. My customers tried faithfully 
and hard to work it off at any old 
price, and in many instances —s a] 
most wholly. I suppose you hive fully 
ripe fruit now, but the California dog 
has got a hard name, and you might 
as well kill him for all of my custom- 
ers. I fear I could not sell them—even 
your best fruit at lowest prices.” 

The dried-fruit market remains quict, 
and quotations are largely nominal. 

In the local produce market eggs 
fhhave been a little firmer, while butter 
is rather wenk. The absence of rain 
makes grain and hay very firm, th: 


the freeze, in which the also gives an 
outline of the previous visitation of 
frost. He says that in Florida tinie is 
reckoned from “since the freeze,’’ just 
as in many of the Southern States 
they reckon time from the war. Fol- 
lowing is an extract from the article: 
“Before the freeze, falling into the 
vernacular of Florida, if you had 
drawn a line from St. Augustine diag- 
onally across the peninsula to Cedar 
Keys,’ gone down the gulf to Fort 
Myers and then recrossed to the At- 
lantic you would thave mapped out the 
orange It; that is, the territory in 
which érange-growing was considered 
profitable. In the early fall of 1894 the 
growe in this territory calculated 
that they would gather from their trees 
10,000,000 boxes of oranges. For twenty 
years some of them had been labor- 
ing on these groves, and they were 
feeling good as the trees were just 
coming to that stage where they could 
be considered in their prime. 
“Oranges were rather low, and it was 
figured that the crop would be worth 
on the trees at least 75 cents a box. 
This would have amounted to $7,500,000, 
“A drought prevailed for a cons!d- 
erable time, however, and reduced the 
crop to 6,000,000 boxes. This crop was 
worth $4,500,000. About one-half of it 
had been gathered by the last of De- 
cember, 1894, when a freeze came that 
damaged the balance and killed the 
leaves on the trees. Old growers say 
that orange trees can stand one freeze 
nt year if it does not come too late, as 
It will damage only the fruit and the 
leaves on the trees. This proved true 
in this case, for in a few weeks the 
dead leaves fell off and the trees put 
on their spring growth. Blooms ap- 
peared, and another big crop was in 
sight. This was a solace to the grow-

San Jose S-ale Fungus. 

S. M. WOODBRIDGE, Cirector 
of the agricultural section of the 
Southern California Academy 0! 

Sciences, has recently received some cf 
the fungus disease of the San José 
scale (Sphaerostilba, coccophila, Tul,) 
from Prof. P. H. R®@lfs of the Florida 
Agricultural Experiment Station. Dr. 
Woodbridge has been breeding this in 
considerable quantities, and will have 
it ready for distribution for a number 
of orchards within two weeks. It is 
not positively known that this dis- 
ease will be as efficacious in destroying 
the San José scale in California as 
if has been in other places, for the 
reason that appears below. 

In the Bulletin received from Prof. 
Rolfs. under his general remarks, he 
has this to say: 

“The conditions for the application 
of the material were adverse at the 
time (when it was applied in Florida,) 
fmasmuch as a dry spell followed the 
applications. 

“The best time to apply the mate- 
rial is after sundown on a moist 
evening. This condition may be pro- 
@uced artificially. 

“That so many of the experiments 
turnec out favorably substantiates our 
former expectations that the material 
might be grown“artificially. 

“The material can be produced in 
quantities, and its application to the 
insect is as easily accomplished, as a 
single spraying with insecticide. 

“More thorough than insecticide. 


the first, came down upon them 


“While it’s ‘nature’s own remedy’ 
for striking a balance in Florida, it 
Will doubtless be less effective in 
dryer climates. 


“The fungus multiplies many fold 


more rapidly than the San José 
scale.’’ 
It will thus be seen, from Prof. 


Rolfs’s remarks, that it is necessary 
that applications should be made be- 
fore our dry season sets in, and it is 
the desire of Dr. Woodbridge to dis- 
tribute as many samples as possible 
during the next two or three weeks. 

Persons wishing to codperate with 
Dr. Woodbridge for the suppression 
of this pest, will do well to communi- 
cate with him on the subject at his

HD following questions, more or 

less germane to the subject of or- 

ange culture, have been received by 
the chairman of the Programme Com- 
mittee of a club meeting. Anyone in 
Southern California or elsewhere hav- 
ing either definite or hypothetical an- 
swer to one or more of them is re- 
quested to send them in writing to W. 
M. Bristol, East Highlands, Without de- 
lay. The reading of these questions 
and answers will form the leading fea- 
ture of a club meeting on February 238, 
and they will afterward be published: 


“Should hardpan within two feet of’ 


the surface be considered a barrier to 
the planting or orange trees? 

“Is it advisable to break up this 
hardpan by blasting and will it stay 
broken up? 

“What is the best method of blasting 
in such cases and what is the expense? 

tWhat is the cause of mottled leaf on 
the orange tree? : 

“Can fit be cured by the application 
of iron to the soil? 

“What is the best form in which to 
apply iron to the sojl? 

“Is it advisable to shade the trunks 
of young orange trees, and if so, why? 

“What is the best material for that 
purpose? 

“Ts it true that frequent irrigation 
during the winter will prevent oranges 
on the trees from becoming puffy, and 
if so, what is the logic? 

“What is the outlook for the Valen- 
cla late orange? 

“What is the best time and method 
for applying stable manure to an or- 
orchard? 

“Is it wise to plow etable manure 
under when fresh and bring it in close 
proximity to the roots? 

“Will an abundance of potash and 
phosphoric acid and a scarcity of ni- 
¢rogen hasten the ripening of oranges? 

“Is the Thompson improved navel 
really an improvement? 


“Is there any means by which the’ 


ripening of oranges may be hastened? 

“Does the navel orange promise to 
pucceed in Mexico? 

“Has any one heard of an orange- 
grower of any political faith asking 
for a reduction of the tarfff on oranges? 
(The committee has decided to restrict 
answers to this question to a simple 
yes or no.) 

“Ie it practical to Bud lemon trees 
over to oranges, provided the lemons 
are on orange roots? 

“Are the independent associations of 
orange-growers, prganized for the pur- 
pose of marketing their own fruit, 
proving successful and satisfactory? 

“What is the best and cheapest form 
in which to purchase potash and phos- 
phoric acid? 

“What character of soil produces the 
best oranges? 

“The committee requests that an- 
swers to the foregoing questions be as 
concise as possible and that the send- 
ere sign their names.”

The Frost in Florida. 


HE truth in regard to the results 

of the recent severe frost in Flor- 

ida is beginning to come out. As 
in this section, it takes some time to 
ascertain all the facts. 


ers who has lost so*heavily on the 
crop that had not been gathered. 
“A worse trial was in store for them, 


however, for on the Sth of February, 


1895, another freeze, more severe thar 
and 
rulned the trees that represented the 
labor of twenty years and more. 
“The sap was up in all the trees, and 
all. the young ones were killed to the 
ground, and nine ‘out. of ten of the 
older ones suffered the same fate. The 
dead limbs were cut off, leaving the 
stumps eight or ten feet high, and in 
a few weeks fresh sprouts appeared, 
and it seemed as if the loss would not 
be so great. But in nearly every case 
these first sprouts died off and = no 
others came except from the roots. 
These have grown in the last few years 
to a considerable size, and are already 
beginning to bear. They are not like 
the large trees, however. If you have 
ever seen an oak cut down and have 
noticed the sprouts that come up 
around the stump you can have some 
idea of how the orange trees have come 
out. This year many of the weaker 
sprouts are: being taken out and the 
strong ones left, and where it can be 
done only one sprout is left 34 as to 
make as perfect a tree as possible. 
“Everything has moved along finely 
until this year, about the list of Janu- 
ary, when another freeze flitted over 
Florida, killing the leaves on nearly 
all of the trees and killing many of 
the young trees to the ground. 
“Tt may be worthy of mention that 
those trees growing under the shadow 
of the forests, or near to houses or 
walls. suffered least. This has sug- 
gested to some growers the idea that it 
would be easier to have smaller groves 
and to have them protected on the 
north and west by high walls built for 
this purpose.” 

8. 

The following shows in a graphic 
manner the severity of the loss that 
has fallen upon some of the Florida 
orange-growers: 

“One of the finest groves near San- 
ford was the property of George W. 
Wrylly of Savannah. In his back yard 
I saw the wood pile and the ax. 

“‘That, sir,’ said he, ‘is the costliest 
wood-pile in the world. It cost me 
not less than $40,000.’ 

“Tt was the remnant of his mag- 
nificent orange grove. It was loaded 
with fruit when the first freeze of 
December, 1894, came. The freeze of 
February, 1895, finished it, and the old 
trunks, when taken down, had been 
put on the wood-pile. 

“Refore the first freeze Mr. Wylly 
could have sold his grove and crop for 
$40,000. He is still hoping, and has 
gone to work on the new trees, which 
he hopes will never find their way to 
the wood-pile.” 

In view of such damage as this, the 
injury done by an occasional frost to 
the fruit in some of the lower lands 
of this section appears trivial. 

Many of the Florida orange-growers 
have turned their attention to other 
industries, some have taken to fishing, 
others are planting vegetables, sugar 
cane, tobacco and corn. The limits 
of the Florida orange belt have been 
more closely defined by the recent 
freeze, and it is not probable that the 
State will ever again see such a large 
area planted to citrus fruits. 


Fertilizing Orange Groves, 

HE important subject of fertiliz- 
T ing orange groves was referred to 

last week in this department by a 
New York correspondent, who suggests 
that the orange growers of Southern 
California are using too heavy appli- 
cations of fertilizer, either commercial 
or natural, basing this statement on 
the fact that large handlers of Cali- 
fornia navels in the East complain that 
during the past year or two oranges 
from this section have been light and 
thick-skinned. The reason for this, our 
correspondent believes, is in too heavy 
fertilizing, especially with nitrogenous 
fertilizers. 

The truth undoubtedly is that it is 
not so much a question of over-fer- 
tilization as of using the wrong kind 
of fertilizer. Sheep. manure is poor 


fertilizer for orange groves. J. H. An- 
derson, who has a fine orange grove 
at Highland, and who has made a 
study of fertilizing. draws attention to 
the fact that sheep manure contains 
abomt 1 per cent. of nitrogen and one- 
fourh of 1 per cent. of phosphoric acid. 
If the proportions of these two sub- 
stances could be reversed, sheep ma- 
nure might be a good fertilizer for 
bearing orange trees, but as it is, it !s 
only good for aiding the growth of 
young trees. When ground fine and 
applied ‘to the soil it makes a rapid 
wood growth in the young trees, but 
for the production of fruit it is a poor 
fertilizer. Cow and stable manure is 
silll worse than sheep manure, for 
bearing orange trees. 

The preparation of comnfércial fer- 
tilizeres has now become an exact sci- 
ence, and there is no excuse for intel- 
ligent fruit-growers to make mistakes 
in fertilizing their orchards, if they 
will only devote a little study to the 
question and seek advice from reputable 
firms, who make a business of manu- 
facturing fertilizers for all kinds of 
crops. 

In regard to the comparative expense 
of fertilizing with stable manure and 
commercial fertilizers, the Citrograph 
has the following:

Its 
method of destroying the phylloxera 
is similar to the work of hte Austra- 
lian ladybug that was imported into 
the State a few years ago and saved

José scale. 
POULTRY. 

NE of the difficulties in feeding 


fowls is that, as given by the aver- 

age poultry-keeper, the food is in 
@ mass and can be gobbled down far 
too ranidly. In its natural state the 
fowl hunting for food is obliged to eat 
slowly, one grain at a time. Usually, 
after each mouthful, the hen is obliged 
to scratch for more. So ingrained is 
this instinct that a hen with chickens 
will scratch and cluck when she comes 
to a pile of grain. One of the reasons 
why corn is a bad feed for fowls is 
that the grain is large, and if shelled 
and thrown out by handfuls, the fowls 
eat it much too fast for their good. The 
true way to feed hens is to mix their 
grain with chaff or straw, so that they 
must scratch for it. If covered with 
melow earth it will be still better, as 
the dust thus raised will rid the fowls 
of vermin. .

LIVE STOCK. 

N: ACCOUNT of the extremely low 

prices of horses and mules, an en- 

terprising farmer named Lusch- 
baugh, living two miles northwest of 
Macon, Ga., has during the past few 
weeks been buying those animals and 
feeding them to his hogs. He pays 
$1.50 per head for them, sells the hides 
for an average of $3, and says the car- 
casses are worth fully $2 as food for 
hogs. A carcass will feed twenty hogs 
three days, and Luschbaugh claims 
that they will fatten more rapidly and 
keep healthier on horse meat than they 
will on any grain food, As to the fat- 
tening quaities of horses as food for 
hogs, {it is certainy not so good as corn, 
and as to the unhealthfulness of hogs 
fed on such food there can be no ques- 
tion. Hogs fed exclusively on flesh 
are no more fit for human food than 
are dogs, cats, wolves or any other of 
the carnivora. 


GENERAL AGRICULTURE,

THE DAIRY. 
J. M’CLATCHIE, bacteriologist

the fact that milk is a very complex 
substance. It consists of water and a 
great variety of solids in solution and 


in suspension. Fats, albuminoids, milk. 
sugar end minerals constitute the prin- | 


gipal solids ‘present. It is thus a 
complete food, containing as it does, 
in a readily-assimilated form, all the 
elements needed in the human body. 
For general domestic use milk is val- 
uable in proportion to the total amount 
of solids it contains, This fact is not 
usually understood, too much stress be- 
ing put upon the fat present, .or the fat 
that manifests itself by coming to the 
surface of the cream. 


THOSE KNOCK-OUT DROPS. 


Schmidt Tells of His Experience

This announcement did not astonish 
the audience yesterday, but when 
Schmidt further explained that in 
spite of his losing qualifications. 
Mosher insisted upon paying for the 
drinks, many glanced at Mosher in 
open-mouthed amazement, until the 
witness explained that the drinks taken 
were only beer at 5 cents per glass. A

Mosher’s friends, and the trial pro- 
ceeded without interruption. 

Schmidt then told how he had in- 
formed Mosher of the money nestling 
in his inside vest pocket, and how he 
had become unconscious after drink- 
ing a glass of seltzer with Mosher and 
Dawson in the Commercial-street sa- 
loon. When he awoke he found him- 
self in a vacant lot on Los Angeles 
street, near Commercial street, with 
his pockets empty. 

The case was then continued until 
this morning, 

After listening to Schmidt's testi- 
mony, Justice Morrison vacated the or- 
der which released Guy Dawson on 
his own recognizance, and ordered the 
man into custody.

Later in the day 
Expert Poindexter took the company’s 
books and began item by item, to 
track out ‘the several amounts of short- 
age. which go to make up the sum total 
of $10,000 that Blackman is charged 
with embezzling. This is tedious and 
‘slow work, and the witness will most 
probably be upon the witness stand all 
of today. .

DEARTH OF MUZZLES. 


UNEXPECTED OBSTACLE TO EN- 
FORCING THE DOG ORDINANCE. 


Mayor Snyder WIll Withhold His 
Signature a Few Days—Proposed 
Attractions in Elysian Park 
Temporarily Abandoned. 


An unexpected obstacle in the way 
of the new ordinance requiring all dogs 
running at large to be muzzled, has 
been discovered. It was found that 
the supply of muzzles now in the city 
is 80 small as to be utterly inadequate 
for the probable demand. Some mer- 
chiants have on hand a quantity of 
Jeather straps designed to serve as 
muzzles, but the dog-catcher has given 
notice that they are not such muzzles 
as the ordinance requires. 

Mayor Snyder has accordingly been 
requested by members of the Council 
to withhold his signature from the or- 
dinance for a few days, so that mer- 
chants miay have an opportunity to 
replenish their stocks. The dogs will 
therefore have a short reprieve. 


PARK COMMISSION, 


Plan of Placing Attractions in Elys- 
ian Park Abandoned, 

The Park Commissioners held a brief 
pession yesterday morning. 

The committee appointed to investi- 
gate the proposition of granting to 
Charles G. Beers the privilege of run- 
ning amusements in Elysian Park, re- 
ported that Mr. Beers had decided to 
withdraw his petition. His original 
purpose was to obtain an exclusive 
privilege from the Park Commission- 
ers for various attractions. He 
decided, however, to rent space out- 
pide the park and then apply to the 
Council for such privileges as he might 
desire. The commissioners were quite 
ready to allow the petition to be with- 
drawn, as they were of the opinion 
that the exclusive privileges desired 
by Mr. Beers could not be granted un- 
less first advertised for sale. 

The Finance Committee of the board 
reported that there is a large amount 
of four-foot cordwood in Elysian Park 
that could be sold at $3 a cord. If 
sawed and split for stovewood the com- 
mittee stated that $5.50 per cord could 
tbe realibed, but the commissioners de- 
cided that a better net result would 
be obtained if the wood were sold in 
four-foot lengths. The superintendent 
was accordingly authorized to dispose 
of it at $3 per cord. 


HALL OF INDUSTRY. 


Exhibitors Much Benefited—Visitors’ 
List Large—Concert Saturday. 

The success of the Permanent Home 
Products Exhibition at the Hall of In- 
dustry can best be gauged by the num- 
ber of visitors visiting the place. Yes- 
terday marked the end of the first 
month's existence of the exhibiton, 
and the visitors’ register shows that 
105 pages have been filled up with 
names of thirty-six signatures to the 
page, making a total of 3780 signa- 
tures.

COURT HOUSH,) 


ANALYTICAL METHOD, 


BLACKMAN’S DEFALCATIONS BEING 
TRACKED THROUGH THE BOOKS, 


Apparently an Effort to Be Made to 
Shift the Burden of Wrong-do- 
ing on to the Shoulders of a 
Dead Man, 


The further hearing in the trial of W. 
R. Blackman, ex-secretary and treas- 
urer of the Los Angeles Electric Com- 
pany, was continued yesterday before 
Judge Smith and a jury. 

While the charge against the de- 
fendant, of having embezzled $10,000 
from the company of which he was an 
officer, rests very largely, if not en- 
tirely, upon the manipulation of the 
books in his charge, a sensational in- 
terest has been injected into the case 
by the action of defending counsel. On 
cross-examination of witness the de- 
fense seemed to indicate by the line of 
interrogation that Capt. Bolton, the 
employé of the company who com- 
mitted suicide, was to be made the 
scape goat for Blackman’s offenses. 

While such line of examination com- 
plicates the issues, the testimony of 
the accountant who experted the books 
and detected Blackman’s delinquencies, 
was clean-cut and again narrowed the 
issue down to the individual responsi- 
bility of the defendant. 

W.. B. Cline, president of the Los An- 
geles Electric Company, was first put 
upon the witness stand yesterday for 
further cross-examination. The wit- 
ness conceded, in answer to the ques- 
tioning of Attorney Rogers of counsel 
for the defense, that during the de- 
fendant’s vacation each year, and at 
such times as he might be absent from 
the office, Capt. Bolton assumed and 
performed Blackman’s office duties, In 
such case he held a key to the safe and 
had entire charge of the company’s 
funds. 

“Did you receive a letter from Capt. 
Bolton on the morning of the day that 
he committed suicide?’’ inquired Mr. 
Rogers. 

“Yes, sir, I did,” was the reply. 

“Have you it with you?” 

“Yes, sir, here it is.” 

The letter being produced was taken 
into the reporter’s room, where a coun- 
cil of war was held upon it by defend- 
ing counsel. When they returned into 
court they announced that they did not 
care to introduce the letter in evidence, 
But that didn’t suit the prosecution. 
The defense had extorted the letter 
while inferentially casting the blame 
for the shortages in the company’s 
funds upon a dead man, and Deputy 
District-Attorney McComas stated that 
if the defense did not put-the letter in 
evidence the prosecution would do so. 
Attorney Shinn, however, who is ob- 
jector-in-chief for the defense and 
levels some kind of objection, techni- 
cal or otherwise, at almost every ques- 
tion of the prosecution, had a decided 
objection to the letter being introduced, 
and the court held the objection well 
taken. 

President Cline proceeded to state 
that upon the day previous to Capt. 
Bolton’s suicide he had employed a de- 
tective to shadow Bolton. 

“Was there not a detective watching 
the outside of Bolton's house at the 


time he committed suicide?” queried 
Mr. Rogers. 
“T was so informed—it was so re- 


ported to me,”’ answered the witness. 

“And did you not state for publica- 
tion, at the time of Capt. olton’s 
that there was no charge against 

“Yes, sir, I believe I did. I had not 
determined that Mr. Bolton was 
guilty.” 

This witness was retired, and Wil- 
liam H. Burns, the present secretary 
of the electric company, was recalled. 
He described how the defendant turned 
over the company’s books to him on 
July 31, 1897, and how upon going 
through the cash account he found a 
shortage of $350. He called Black- 
man’s attention to it, and they went 
over the account together and found 
the shortage to be $250.10. That was 
on Saturday, and upon the following 
Monday Blackman was again at the 
office. Two accountants had been 
looking through the books and had 
discovered another shortage of $753.10, 
but could only locate about $300. 
Blackman informed witness that the 
remainder of the shortage would be 
found in the bank account, and that 
the experts did not need to look for 
any shortages prior to 1895. 

“Did you discover any other short- 
ages in the office?” asked counsel on 
cross-examination. 

“Yes, sir.’’ 

“What wags it?’ 

“T found one of the solicitors to be 
short about $7.50, and I recovered the 
amount.” 

A. B. Redding of San Francisco, sec- 
retary of the Pacific Surety Company, 
which organization had given a bond 
for $10,000 as Blackman’s surety, next 
went upon the witness stand. He stated 
that as soon as he learned of the de- 
falcation he came to this city and had 
a conversation with” Blackman in 
Louis F. Vetter’s office, with a view to 
a settlement with the electric com- 
pany. At that time he asked Black- 
man: “How much money have you 
stolen?” Blackman replied that he 
didn’t know, but that he could tell by 
looking over the company’s books. He 
left the office and two hours later re- 
turned and stated that his defalca- 
tions would amount to $3400. Black- 
man also stated that he was certain 
this was all the money that he had 
taken. When asked what he was going 
to do about the matter, he remarked 
that he had friends who were willing 
to help him out of his difficulty. It 
was suggested that Blackman deposit 
$4000 in escrow, to be held for settle- 
ment with the electric company, after 
the work of experting the books had 
been completed, During the conversa- 
tion he was asked what his method of 
taking the company’s money had been, 
and he replied that he had carried 
cash tags in the money drawer until 
the amounts had grown too large, and 
that he had then made false entries 
in the books. 

TY. H. Poindexter, one of the ac- 
countants that experted the company’s 
books, was nex! put forward to prove 
the defalcations. He is really’ § the 
king-pin witness of the prosecution, 
and his explanation of the manner in 
which Bla an manipulated the ac:

counts, while tedious, was interesting, 
and of vital impotrance. With the sev- 
eral books to hand he showed how an 
aggregated discrepancy of $1300 was 
carried along through the check. 
books from April 1, 1895, to March 3, 

96, when a deposit in the Farmers’ 
and Merchants’ pass-book of $192.45 
was entered on the check stub as 
$992.45. That increased the discrepanc 
to March 23, 1896, to $2100. On June 27. 
1896, an entry of deposit of $400 was 
not in the bank book at all, thus in- 
creasing the shortage to $2500, made 
possible by false entries. 

Opposite check No. 2819, the amount 
on deposit in the bank on August 17, 
1896, is shown as $4684.84, and the 
amount. of the check, $1408.50, being 
deducted, the balance was entered as 
$2276.34, instead of $3276.34. This en- 
try was equivalent to paying back 
$1000 of the shortage, leaving only 
$1500 to be. accounted for. 

At this point the books were given 
to the jury for examination, and the 
figures allegetl to have been changed 
were examined with the aid of mag- 
nifying glasses. 

On July 31. 1897, there was entered 
in the bank pass-book. to the credit 
of the company, $1113.20, which was 
entered on the check stub-book as 
$113.20, thus by the omigsstfon of one 
figure reducing the shortaea another 
$1000, and leaving only $500 to be ac- 
counted for. That was the actual 
amount of the shortage in the cash dis- 
covered on July 31 by the witness. It 
was in connection with this amount, 
too, that Blackman said that there was 
no need to go behind 1895 to find the 
total amount of discrepancy. 

The witness stated that upon begin- 
ning to expert the books and _ ac- 
counts kept by Blackman. he fotind 
there was no shortage prior to Jan- 
uary 1, 1895. He examined the bank 
account and found it correct, and 
also the sales account, and found that 
almost correct. there being a slight 
difference of $40. He struck a balance 
in the bank account from January 1, 
1895, to July 31. 1897, and the’ only 
variation was the $500. and the other 
items leading up to it. By a system 
of fictitious figurine all but $500 had 
been returned—so far as the bank ac- 
count was concerned. 

Mr. Poindexter proceeded to relate 
how, in the book containing the record 
of the cash in bank, and the receipts 
and exvenditures. he found on page 16 
the footings of the cash receipts en- 
tered at $24.759.15, urder date of Jan- 
uary 30. 1897. Carried over to the next 
page the footing oucht to have been 
just $1000 in excess of this amount. but 
instead, $24.759.15 was entered. and the 
emount of the disbursements, 224 015.95. 
deducted. a bhalance hefng left of 
$713.90. instead of $1713.99. That in- 
creased the shortage again to $1500. 

Again, bv reference tothe ledger, 
the electric-light sales for January, 
1897. were footed up in pencil at $12,- 
724.68. and that: amount appears - on 
the trial balanee for the month. but 
as a matter of fact, the sales footed 
up iust $1000 in excess of the amount 
entered. 

This morning Mr. Potndexter wi'l 
proceed to track out the other items 
which are alleged to be part and parcel 
of the systematic plan to defraud the 
electric company. 


STOLEN SHEETS, 


Pages of the Grand Jury Report of 
1894 Missing from the Record. 


‘Since the grand jury of 1894 re- 
turned indictments against thezmem- 
bers of the Meade and Shinn gang of 
land sharks, the minutes of that body, 
containing the names of witnesses ex- 
amined and a summary of their testi- 
mony, have been stolen from the rec- 
ords at the Courthouse. 

The discovery was. made yesterday 
morning by C. H. Rhodes, secretary of 
the grand jury of 1894, who was sum- 
moned as a witness in the case against 
Emanuel José, recently arrested under 
the indictment at San Francisco. Mr. 
Rhodes was placed upon the stand 
last Monday morning for a few minutes 
to testify in regard to certain matters 
pertaining to the finding of the indict- 
ment —— José. His memory was 
not cléaf on the subject, and he asked 
permission to refer to minutes which 
were made at the time. Judge Smith 
granted him permission to do this, and 
the documents were brought from the 
County Clerk’s office. 

The minutes of this case had been 
made with those of several other 
cases on a scratch book. When Mr. 
Rhodes examined this book he found 
that every page containing a reference 
to the Meade and Shinn transaction 


mediately reported his discovery 
the District Attorney. 

In 1894 grand juries were not pro- 
vided with a shorthand reporter as 
they ate now, and a condensed record 
of the proceedings was taken in long- 
hand by the secretary. In the Meade 
and Shinn case the names of the wit- 
nesses and the material facts to which 
they testified were noted down in the 
scratch book mentioned, and this was 
the only record that was kent. 

There is no manner of arriving at the 
time at which the leaves from the book 
were abstracted. The documents of the 
grand juries are kept in iron boxes 
which are in charge of the County 
Clerk. and no one has access to them. 

Judge Smith will doubtless start an 
inquirv to learn what has become of 
the missing pages.

REAL ESTATE AGENTS’ FEES. 


INQUIRY FOR LAND IN SANTA BAR- 


P BARA COUNTY. 


Prices of Land in the Various Mex- 
ican Staes—The Lumber Market — 
and Building—Taxes on the 
Installment Plan. 


Dullness is still the leading charac- 
teristic of the local real estate market, 
according to the reports made by a 
majority of the dealers. Transactions 
are largely confined to “swaps,” ‘in 
which more or less eXaggerated figures 
pass current on each side. A good 
drenching rain for twenty-four hours 
would have a wonderfully exhilarating 
effect upon the market. Even building 
operations, which have kept up so well 
for several years, are beginning to fall 
off. 
THE NORTHWESTERN BOULE- 

VARD. 

Active work is being done toward 
arousing public interest in the pro- 
posed extension of the Sunset boule- 
vard from Douglas street to the west- 
ern Gity limits and beyond, which was 
suggested in this department a couple 
of weeks ago. A meeting of residents 
of the Cahuenga Valley was held last 
evening at the Pass schoolhouse, for 
the purpose of discussing and making 
arrangements to extend the boulevard 
through the Cahuenga Valley to Santa 
Monica. Four citizens have already 
offered ‘to donate the work of one 
team each for three months on the 
boulevard, and two citizens will do- 


nate the work of two teams for 
three months, and as much more 
as they can afford to give. An- 


other citizen will give $25 in cash, 
and G. J. Griffith says he will give as 
much as any one in the valley who 
owns an equal amount of acreage. The 
total amount of work promised with 
men and teams is equivalent to twén- 
ty-four months’ work, all to be given 
within three months. This is quite 
encouraging, for a starter. 

A correspondent, living in the north- 
western part of the city, calls attention 
to the fact that the improvement of 
Sunset boulévard between Beaudry and 
Douglas streets was not done by the 
Pasadena and Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany. The Times did not intend to 
convey the meaning that the total ex- 
pense of the improvement was covered 
by the railroad company, but that the 
work had been done with material 
hauled by the company. The improve- 
ment, which represents in round figures 
a frontage of 6000 feet, has cost the 
owners $7500. While there were a num- 
ber of small owners, 3548 feet was paid 
for by two persons, the assessment of 
one being $2023, and the other, $2606. 
The latter, a woman, besides paying 
her own assessment, assumed a bill of 
$392, because the owners of frontage 
demanded payment’for ground required 
to widen the street. Condemnation 
proceedings méant indefinite delay. The 
Pasadena and Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany hasbeen at heavy expense putting 
its track on grade, and graveling two 
feet on each side of the track. It has 
also paid $146.25 for the grading of 
frontage. This is now one of the best: 
roadways in the city, being 100 feet 
wide. The boulevard is a fine ap- 
proach to Elysian Park on the south. 
The extension of the boulevard will be 
accomplished, if the owners of prop- 
erty will show as much public spirit 
as those ‘reférred to. 

It is plaihly jn the interest of all 
land-owners in the Cahuenga Valley 
to come together and agree upon a 
plan for carrying out this much-needed 
improvement... ‘There has been alto- 
gether tod much talk about building 
boulevards in this section, in compari- 
son with the actual amount of work 
accomplished. It is not too much to 
say that the 1 ailding of this boulevard 
would double the value of every acre 
of land adjacent to it, as soon as it 
should be completed. 

SANTA BARBARA COUNTY. 

Santa Rarbara is one of the Southern 
California counties which has hitherto 
not done much in the line of land sub- 
division and settlement as compared 
with the other southern counties. It is 
probable that the present year will see 
a groat change in tthis respect. Quite a 
number of eastern people have been in- 
quiring of-late regarding land in Santa 
Barbara eounty, and the establishment 
of a beet-sugar factory there will un- 
doubtedly do much to stimulate set- 
tlement. ‘ 

TAXES ON INSTALLMENTS. 

An eastern paper suggests that taxes 
might be paid in monthly installments 
for ‘the accommodation of tax-payers. 
There might he some advantage in this 
method but there would be also disad- 
vantages. It appears that the expense 
of collection would be considerably in- 
creased; also the work of kecping 
track of the delinquents. The system 
of paying taxes in semi-annual! install- 
ments, which has been in force for sev- 
eral years in California, has not proved 
altogether so popular as was expected. 

OWNING VERSUS RENTING. 

A‘cireular issued by a local building 
association paints a glowing picture 
of the advantages to be derived from 
the ownership of a house_and lot. in 
place of paying rent. The Times has 
previously referred to the fact that 
exaggerated claims are frequently put 
forward in this connection. ‘The owning 
of a home is an excellent thing, en- 
couraging thrift, but there is no need 
to misrepresent the actual financial 
status of the case. : 

The circular referred to prints the 
following illustration. purporting to 
shaw the difference between a borrower 
and a renter in a $1000 house in a good 
location, for eight vears and 6even 
months: 
Monthly payment on loan of $1000 

at $15 per month for 8 years 7 

Monthly payment of rent at $15 pe 

month for 8 years:7 months ..... 1545 

“At the end of eight years and seven 
months your rent receipts wouldn't 
pay your moving expenses if you 
wished to move.” 

Now, a $1000 house and lot means 
cheap lot in a cheap neighborhood, 
costings say, $300, and a cheap four- 
room cottage, costing about $700. Such 
@ house can be rented in Los Angeles, 
not for $15 a month, but for $10 a 
' month, including water. As against this 
rent, take the _ following annua} 
charges, on which the owner Has to

That jis to gay, $10.25 per month, or

On the other hand, supposing the

Value, it is safe to reckon a small 
monthly sum—say, perhaps, $3—as the 


bring the renting and owning proposi- 
tions ®n an even financial basis. 

By all means, own your home, but 
do not make the mistake of supposing 
that you will save all the rent money 
by doing so. Landlords in Los Angeles 
do not make fortunes from renting res- 
idence property. 

AGENTS’ FEES. 


The Supreme Court tn San Francisco 
recently rendered an important de-' 
cision regarding the rights of real 
estate agents. In* 1896 Mrs. Mesple 
wanted to sell her lodging-house, and 
John Lapique acted as agent. Wer 
price was $1150. Lapique found a pur- 
chaser who paid $1450: _Lapique kept 
the additional $300, and was arrested 
and convicted of embezzlement. He 
appealed to the Supreme Court, and 
the judgment of the lower court was 
}affirmed. Then Lapique asked for a 
rehearing, and the Supreme Court en 
banc reversed the decision of the Su- 
perior Court, declaring that if the 
conviction held good every respectable 
real estate dealer in the State would 
be liable to arrest. 


PRICE OF MEXICAN LANDS. 


Now that there is a good deal of 
talk in this section about immigration 
to Mexico a company for the purpose 
has been formed in Orange county. 
The folkowing list of prices of vacant 
lots in the various States of Mexico 
is of interest. The figures show the 
schedule of prices fixed by the govarn- 
ment for the fiscal year 1898-1899. S‘hese 
prices are revised every year by the 
Mexican government. The purchase 
price is payable in Mexican securities.

A curling iron, left in the chimney 
of a lighted lamp ycsterday morning, 
started a conflagration that destroyed 
about $5000 worth of property and lett 
several families homelcss. The houses 
that were destroyed or damaged were 
Nog. 216 to 226 South Bunker Hill 
avenue. | 

The fire broke out at No. 220, a one- 
story.cottage occupied by J. B&. Payne, 
a barber, employed at the Owl barber 
shop on Main street. Mrs. Payne, who 
had been curling her hair, icft the 
curling-[ron in the chimney cf the 
lamp over which she had been heating 
it, while she stepped into another room 
to : get a change of clothes. The 
theory is that the wooden handles of 
the curling iron became ignited while 
she was away; that the lamp chimney 
was exploded by the heat, and that 
the burning handles dropped to the 
floor or dresser, and set fire to the 
inflammable matcrial seattered about. 
At any rate, the room was a mass of 
flames when Mrs. Payne attempted to 
return to it, and she barely made her 
escape through the window. 

A fire alarm was turned in, but the 
cottage was doomed before the firemen 
arrived. They, therefore, confined 
their efforts to saving the adjacent 
property. The flames were communi, 
cated to the two-story house, No. 218, 
occupied by the family «f C. G. 
Jones, an employé of the Tlackstone 
dry goods. store, and Mrs. William 
Wilkinson. The water pressure was 
deficient. and despite the best efforts 
of the firemen, the house was de- 
stroyed with most of its contents. 

Meanwhile the fire had jumped across 
a vacant lot south of the Payne cot- 
tage, and gained a start in the roof of 
a double one-story dwelling, No. 226 
South Bunker Hill avenue. For a 
while it seemed as though this also 
was doomed, but the firemen suc- 
ceeded in checking the fiames before’ 
fhe loss was complete.

MINES AND MINING. | 


GRUBD-STAKING PROSPECTORS FOR 
THE KLONDIKE, 


< 


The Dale City Placers—Deep Mining 
on the Comstock—The Lead Mar- 
ket—Anstralian Mining Legisia- 
tion—Sampling Mill to Start Up. 


The Klondike continues to be the 
main subject of discussion among 
# men. If a list of the nanieys 
of Los Angeles citizens who have con- 
tributed toward grub-staking men for 
the Klondike could be pwblished, it 
would surprise many people. to see 
what a large number of solid citizens 
have ‘taken 4 little “flyer” imthis di- 
rection. 

For those who have some capital, 
the exploration of the Klondike by 
deputy in this manner is about the 
most sensible method that ‘can be 
adopted, providing always that @ man 
is found who not only has some little 
knowledge of mining and a good con- 
stitution, but who can be thoroughly 
depended upon. In this case agrec- 
ments on paper are of little or no 
value. There are too many ways of 
evading such agreements. Everything 
depends on the good faith of the ‘man 
who is outfitted. ial 

As a rule, in these cages, it is usual 
to give the man who is grub-staked 
one-half of what he finds, the rest be- 
ing divided among those who put up 
the funds. Sometimes quite a consider- 
able number of people join in to outfit 
a man for the Klondike in this man- 


ner. 
DALE CITY PLACERS. 

Good reports continue to come from 
tthe placer mines of Dale City, in the 
mountains back of Redlands. Those 
who own ground in that section think 
they have quite a little Klondike of 
their own, but there is no excitement, 
or attempt to work up an unnatural 
boom. It is said—although names have 
not been published to confirm the re- 
port—that during the past month or 
two men have been taking out as 
high as $75 a day to the man, and 
have kept it up for weeks. 

It is reported that the old Virginia 
Dale mill will soon be started up again 
under new management. 


DEEP MINING. 


There is again talk of prosecuting 
mining development in. the depths of 
the Comstock lode, where the greatest 
depth yet reached was 3350 feet, in the 
Union Con mine, at the north end. 

The impression prevails, even on this 
Coast, that the Comstcck lode has been 
explored the. greaitest. depth possi- 
ble; that with the exception of a few 
scattering streaks and bunches of ore 
in old levels above the Sutro tunnél 
the minés are exhausted. Some Pay 
that at the depth of 3000 feet or a little 
below, the lode pinched out; others, 
} that at the depth of about 3000 feet 
only barren quartz was found. But 
the notion most generally prevalent is 
that at the bottom of the deep shafts 
such rivers of water were tapped that 
the mines were all flooded, and the 
miners drowned out, fo pumps being 
capable of handling water that poured 
in from the subterranean depths. The 
conclusion arrived at by the majority 
of outsiders is that in depth the Com- 
stock is dead, and that work can never 
again be done on the great lode be- 
low tthe points where sinking was sus- 
pended in the Teelon Jacket, Union, 
Combination ‘and other deep shafts. 
The Mining and Scientific Press shows 
this-is*not the case. That’ journal] 

“The fact is that the big lode is still 
alive and should be pumped out and 
work at depth resumed. With the water 
out of the mines there is nothing to 
prevent the exploration of the lode to 
the depth of 6000 feet or more below 
the surface. A great mistake was made 
when pumping was stopped and the 
mines allowed to fill with water to the 
level of the Svitro drain tunnel. In re- 
suming work on the lode at depth the 
greatest expense. will be in draining 
the shafts. drifts and other openings 
of the water that has accumulated in 
them. Most of these openings, how- 
ever, are at no great depth below the 
level of the Sutro tunhel, and when 
they have been pumped out only the 
shafts will remain to be drained. -As 
the water will at first have to he lifted 
but a short distance, it may be raised 
very rapidly by putting in a number 
of pumps to be run by electricity or 
j compressed air. Such pumps may be 

used until the long drifts, crosscuts, 
winzes and other openings of the old 
are drained, when it

THE LEAD MARKET. 

The improved prices that have been 
received for lead durifig the past few 
months have stimulated the working 
of many silver-lead mines which could 
not otherwise have been profitably 
operated.. Recently, however, the lead 
market has been somewhat dull, al- 
though lead ore has been in good de- 
mand. The market throughout the 
country remains dull for the metal 
and extremely lively for the ore. The 
largest consumer of pig lead ts the 
National Lead Company, which owns 
the Socorro, N. M.. plant, the Harri- 
son plant at Leadville and the works 
of the St. Louis Silver and Reduction 
Company. Of these works the St. 
Louis plant only is in operation. They 
are smelting common lead ores into 
pis lead and throwing it onto the 
market as fast as made, in order to 
keep down the price of pig or refined 
lead, so that they can buy at the lowest 
price for their corroding works, which 
require annually 80,000 tons of pig 
lead. Other consumers of lead are 
naturally buying very carefully and 
do not push the demand. The Mining 
Investor of Colorado City says: ‘ 

“The expectation of general prosper- 
ity and consequently largely-in- 
creased consumption of lead for im- 
provements has not been fulfilled. This 
is partly accounted for by the fact 
that the farmers who have received 
and are receiving big prices for their 
wheat are convinced that the present 
jera of high prices,is but temporary, 

and entirely due to the scarcity of 
crops in Europe. They are therefore 
cautious and inclined to hoard their 
resources. Thus the efforts of the Na- 
tional Lead Company to keep down 
the ‘price of lead are being aided by 
the economical tendencies of the farm- 
ers and. this in turn reacts on the 
gencral trade. As to lead ores, the con- 
ditions are quite different. <A creat 
number of mines -hinving a medium 
lead and silver are still idle 
Vo of the low price of silver. 


merecotace of lead in the ore ard 
privte of lead ore itself offer no 
specid! inducement for reopening the 
mines. \Somé mines, however, having 
large bodies of concentrating ore have 
been recently started up, and it is 
gratifying to learn that for 60 and 65 
per cent. lead concentrate as high as 
65 cents a unit on a $4 basis is being 
paid in contract lots. This ought to 
stimulate the opening of many wother 
properties. It ds a price that leaves 
the smelter a very low margin of profit 
for treatment but as. the ore is needed 
on account of the necessities of the 
lead smelter, the higher level of prices 
is maintained.”

A BIG BANK. The Chemical Bank 
of New York City, whose cashier was 
forced to resign, was crganized in 
1824, under a State charter, as the 
Chemical - Manufacturing Company, 
with banking privileges.

John I. Jones, the § first 
president, remained in that office 
until 1878, when he was succeeded by 
President Williams. The United 
States Investor says:

COMMERCIAL. 


CALIFORNIA OLIVES. TheGrocery 
World of Philadelphia, which has 


frequenily shown an amazing amount 
of misinformation in regard to Cali- 
fornia olives, recently published the 
following, under the head, “Is the Cali- 
fornia Olive a Manzanillo?’ 

“The Spanish olive people, who are 
claiming now that the California olive 
industry is amounting to less than 
ever; assert that the olive raised in 
California is really only a species of 
Manzanillo olive, and for that reason 
not in the class with the Spanish 
Queen fruit. <All grocers probably 
know the difference betwen the 
Queen olive and the Manzanillo. The 
latter is very small and lighter’ in 
color than the~ Queen. Both are 
raised in Spain. but are nvreducts of 
different trees, just as there are dif- 
fereut varieties of apples. 

“One characteristic of the Queen 
Olive which the Manzanillo does not 
possess. is the fact that the top, or 
thick end, is unevenly shaped. The 
Manzanillo is perfectly even, and so 
is the California, which is one reason 
why the Spanish people claim the 
California olive to be a Manzanillo. 

“An American representative of a 
large Spanish olive house, made an 
important statement to a Grocery 
World representative during the week. 
He stated that Spanish olives were 
shipped in large quantities to Cali- 
fornia and sold there as the Califor- 
mia product. His firm during the 
past few days had made large ship- 
ments of Queen olives to the West. 
According to this gentleman, the 
dealers to whom these were shipped 
knew perfectly well that they were 
Spanish fruit, but they were sold, all 
the same, as California olives. 

“Tt is a question whether the Cali- 
fornians will ever be able to over- 
come the practical certainty of fer- 
menation which always attends ripe 
Olives. When an olive is perfectly 
ripe, there is so much oil in it that 
this generates a gas which destroys 
the keeping aualities of the fruit. 


The writer was last week shown a 
bottle of Califonia olives packed -in 
New York. The cork had heen liter- 


ally hammered in with a heavy ham- 
mer, and then covered with strong 
foil. Notwithstanding this, the cork 
had already been forced partly out. 
It seems to be certain that ripe olives 
will ferment.”’ 

For the information of the Philadel- 
phia paper, it may he stated that the 
California clive is not onlv a Manza- 
nillo, but also a WNevadillo, and a 
Rubra, and about fifty other varieties 
of plives, which are raised in Califor- 
nia to a greater or less extent, all vary- 
ing much in size, appearance and 
flavor. 

There is no such olive as the “Queen” 
olive. It is merely a _ generic name 
given by dealers for the large, unripe 
pickled olives imported from Spain. 
Olives as large as the average “‘Queen” 
olive, and even larger, are raised in 
Southern California, but not yet on a 
commercial scale. 

The Grocery World should once more 
be informed that the difference between 
Spanish olives and California olives is 
just the same as that between a green 
plum and a. ripe plum. We can grow 
all the varieties of olives that are 
raised in Spain and Italy and France. 
and do now grow many of the best of 
them, although, as stated, the groves 
of improved varieties have not yet 
come into extensive bedring, most of 
the older groves being of the Mission 
Variety. 

As to the fermentation of ripe Olives, 
it is not known that there is more 
difficulty in pres@rving this than other 
varieties of fruit. at least it may be 
presumed that the ingenuity of our 
packers will before long overcome 
whatever difficulties are found in that 
direction. 

The idea that Spanish olives are sold 
in California as the California product 
is not well founded. The Spanish 
olives being unripe, have an unpleasant 
soapy flavor, and are not likely to be 


consumed by peeple who have made the 
acquaintance of California ripe olives. 


GENERAL HUSINESS TOPICS. 
_SUGAR-BEET SEED. Some. of- the 
journals in the northern part of the 
State are calling attention to the fact 
that the strained commercial relations 
between Germany and the United 
States may endanger our supply of 
Sugar-beet seed, and that the only 
safeguard against trouble is to be no 
longer dependent upon foreign seed- 
growers. The Rural Press says: 

“We have often pointed out the fact 
that, wholly apart from any interfer- 
ence with the trade, there are suffi- 
cient reasons why the United States 
should develop a home supply. Cali- 
fornia has peerless adaptations for the 
seed product, as was. recently quite 
fully outlined in thése columns. 

“Why we should be selling trainloads 
of other seeds and buying trainloads 


of beet seed does not appear. There is 
certainly no natural difficulty about 
growing beet seed here; all that is 


necessary is to employ the same exact 
methods in determining the quality of 
mother beets and handling them as in- 
telligently as it is done abroad.” 

On this subject the Chino Champion 
says that the very fact that we pro- 
duce richer. beets fromthe French and 


German seed than are produced in 
these countries from the same seed 
Should be conclusive proof that the 


production. of seed here would tend to 
breed the™keets fo a higher standard, 
rather than Wo a lower one. Having 
the natural cdnditions to reach this re- 
sult, there remains but a. skilled ap- 
plication of scientific principles, with 
a reasonable amount of canital, to 
make a success here of this cognate 
branch of the sugar industry. 

The Pacific Rural Press says that one 
of our largest seed-growing firms is 
working on this matter.

NEW YORK MARKETS. 


Shares and Money. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Feb. 24.—The slump in the 
stock market this morning was so sudden 
and violent that the trading almost took on 
panis conditions, but the avalanche of liquida- 
tion was over in less than half an hour, and 
then there were some quick recoveries. The 
dullness and the recuperative tendency that 
followed showed that the determination to let 
go at whatever sacrifice had been quickly 
abandoned, and a late drive by the bears 
found prices by no means so unresisting as in 
the morning. The covering of shorts worked 
a substantial rally before the close. The 
early slump ranged from 1 to nearly 5 points 
in the standard shares, and from that up to 
an extreme decline of 12 points in Metro- 
politan Street Railway in the specialties. Re- 
coveries, though sharp in some, shares, were 
at no time complete in any st@ck. The later 
tone of the market suggested at the early 
break was a tleast encouraged b¥ manipula- 
tions, and the substantial character of the 
buying at the extreme decline corroborated 
the idea that there were purchasers anxious 
to secure stocks at a lower level of prices. 
But the fact was obvious, nevertheless, that 
apprehension over the Cuban situation was 
more acute than at any time heretofore. There 
was evidently a mass of orders to sell at the 
market when trading opened, and commis- 
sion houses report that these came from many 
sections of the country, indicating an un- 
easy feeling on the part of holders to real- 
ize on their securities. The character of the 
buying is evidence that there are operators of 
large capital who believe that the situation 
has been fully discounted in the decline which 
has been made. London was also a large 
buyer during the day, its total purchases be- 
ing estimated at 40, shares, or 100,000 
shares in two days. Government bonds were 
strikingly weak, the declines in the bid price 
being 1, to 14) per cent. Money was higher, 
call loans being from 2% to 3 per cent. and 
time lIcans for sixty days were made at 4 
per cent., with quite an advance in them. 
The calling of loans released. quite an amount 
of sterling exchange, which was held as col- 
lateral, and the exchange market broke 
sharply ,the demand sterling being quoted at 
% or a cent. below yesterday’s price at 4.845¢. 
Money is going into loans, and thus into the 
active course of trade. In the stock market 
those securities which suffered the heaviest 
deciines, notably the Grangers, with Burling- 
ton leading, and the international stocks, with 
Unicn Pacific preferred the most acute suf- 
ferer, enjoyed sharp rallies, so that the day's 
net declines are brought within a range of 
1 to 4 points outside the specialties. Metro- 
politan Street Railway dropped 12 points, but 
closed 3 points above that, and Manhattan 
theugh it fell at one time 9%, shows a net 
decline of 6 points. The movement.in bonds 
was in sympathy with that in stocks, deelines 
ranging between 1 and 2 points. Prices closed 
somewhat above the lowest. The total sales 
were $4,025,000. United States new fours cou- 
pon fell.1'2 per cent. and sold at the bid 
price, 12514. The registered bonds of the same 
issue fell 154, but sold 1 per cent. above the 
bid price, at the asked price. The old fours 
coupon fell 1 per cent, bid, the fives %, and

The recent scarlet-fever scare has caused 
many citizens to do considerable thinking 
relative to the sewer question, and those who 
have cesspools have kept the city scavenger 
busy of late in cleaning out the same. 
The City Trustees have asked the City At- 
torney to consider the question of havinipa 
bond election and report upon the steps neces- 
sary to hold such an election, for the purpose 
of floating bonds to sewer the entire city, in 
accordance with a general plan as outlined 
by the City Engineer, and which was printed 
in these columns at.the time the City En- 
gineer made his report to the City Trustees, 
The feeling is growing daily that Pasadena 
should have a complete sewer system, and the 
speech of Dr. Norman Bridge at the banquet 
of the Board of Trade on Monday evening last 
has caused very many who have been luke- 
warm on the sewer question to decidedly favor 
the project.

SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY. 


Legal Contest Over a Valuable Min- 
ing Claim. 

SAN BERNARDINO, Feb. 24.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] Papers have been filed in 
the suit of E. H. Keith vs. P. H. Lemert, 
Gustave de Laveraux et al. The complaint 
sets forth that on January 1, 1898, the 
plaintiff, with Samuel Fowler and Charles 
Ashton, discovered and located the ‘Foir- 
drayant” mining claim, locaved in the Silvor 
Mountain district, about seven miles north 
of Oro Grande. The claim was formerly 
known as the “‘What Not.” A notice of 
cation was posted, a stone monument built, 
and steps were taken to outline the boundarics 
of the claim. 

The former claimants, who figure as defcnd- 
ants in the suit, happened to be on the 
ground, and caused Keith and his companions 
to quit work and leave the claim. The loca- 
tion notice was torn down, and the pile of 
rocks scattered. On February 3 Keith made 
another attempt to operate on the claim, but 
was not permitted to do so by the defend- 
ants, who remained in possession. 

Keith,, to whom the interests of the other 
alleged. locators. Fowler and Ashton, have 
been transferred, adm#t that the defendants 
have a four years’ prior claim on the mine, 
He alleges, however, that all locators have 
failed to perform the annual assessment work 
required by law, or that any assessment work 
was done during 1897; that the mine was 
abandoned until the last day of the year 
when the defendants took possession and held 
the same by force. The complaint alleged 
also that no patent or title to the property has 
been issued by the United States. 

The claim in dispute is a valuable one. 
It consists of a lode or vein of gold and 
silver-bearing quartz, 1500 feet in length. The 
suit is brought to obtain a judgment for the 
recovery of possession of the property, $500 
damages for having been kept off the prop- 
erty, and costs . 

SAN BERNARDINO BREVITIES. 

W. J. C. Henry of Pasadena, Deputy Su- 
preme Chancellor for Southern California, 
visited Arrowhead Tent, No. 12, K.O.M., on 
Wednesday evening.

At 11:20 p.m. an- 
other alarm was turned in. A chimney was 
on fire in the Anker Block, corner Fourth and 
C streets, but the flames were extinguished 
without the aid of the department. 

The case of May Newell vs. the City Board 
of Education has occupied the greater part 
of yesterday and today in Judge Oster’s 
court. The plaintiff entered into a four-years’ 
contract to teach in the public schools of 
San Bernardino, but was ousted by the pres- 
ent board before the term of the contract had 
expired. 


PERRIS. 
| Jadge Wellborn’s Decision a Vic- 
tory for Defense Association. 

PERRIS, Feb. 24.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] The recent decision of Judge Wellborn 
in the United States Court scores another vic- 
tory for the Perris Defense. Association in its 
attack against the Perris Irrigation District. 
The first decision was by Judge Noyes of 
Riverside, and opened the way for a direct 
attack upon the validity of the district itself. 
This proceeding was brought in the name of 
the State, on what is known as “‘quo war- 
ranto”’ proceedings, and won by the defense 
association. 

The second case was brought before Judge 
Wellborn in the name of F. G. Miller and not 
only attacked the district, but also the dif- 
ferent bond issues. The bondholders put in 
demurrers to both divisions of the complaint, 
and Judge Wellborn decided that a private 
party cannot question the validity of ‘the 
organization of the district, and that in this 
suit before him such private party was barred 
by the provisions of the act which required 
suits to be brought within two years after 
the judgment in the confirmation proceedings 
of the district; holding further that the right 
to test the validity of the organization of the 
district lies only in the State. In other words, 
that quo warranto proceedings on the part of 
the State are the proper remedy to test the 
validity of the organization of the district. 

So his decision up to this point simply in- 
dorses the wisdom of the defense association 
in bringing suit in the name of the State at 
Riverside, and in nowise does it confifct 
with or trench upon the ground assumed by 
Judge Noyes in his decision. 

Judge Noyes further holds that the defend- 
ants (bondholders) must answer to so much 
of the complaint as alleges that the bonds are 
illegally issued and sold. So a synopsis of 
the decisions results as follows: Judge Noyes 
opens the way for proving the fraud perpe- 
trated in the formation of the district, and 
Judge Wellborn compels the bondholders to 
defend the title of their bonds. : 

The attorneys for the Perris people claim 
to be able to prove the fraudulent organiza- 
tion of the district and the illegality of the 
bond issue. 


SAN PEDRO. 


Visit from a Coast Survey Vessel, 
Vacant Houses Scarce, 

SAN PEDRO, Feb. 24. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The U.S.S. C. P. Patterson of 
the Coast and Geodetic Survey, Lieutenant- 
Commander E. K. Moore commanding, arrived 
at this port this morning and anchored off 
Dead Man’s Island. The vessel is considerably 
longer than the U.S.S. Gedney of the same 
service, which was employed about here a 
year ago by the Walker Deep-sea Harbor 
Board. She is on her way from San Diego 
to San Francisco, from which port she wll 
probably proceed to Alaska.

During the periods of low water a force 
of men is employed blasting the channe! with 
dynamite so as to afford ready ingret«e and 
egress for small craft, and a food beach for 
bathing. 

The approach ef the city election has created 
little stir here as yet. few citizens have 
announced themselves as candidates for some 
of the offices to be filled, but there seems to 
‘have been little done in the way of forming 
organizations. 

One hundred and fifty tons of corn is being 
removed from one of the warehouses itn Wil- 
mington for shipment to San Franvisco.

SENSATIONAL DAMAGE SUIT NOW 
ON TRIAL, 


Water Rates Cut Down by the Com- 

mittee of the Council—Signifi- 

cant Order to Commanders of 
War Vessls. 


SAN DIEGO, Feb. 24.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] Department Two of the Superior Court 
is now occupied in the trial of a sensational 
damage case, in which the defendant is 
charged with immoral cenduct toward the 
plaintiff. The suit is brought by Hattie Kelly 
aS guardian for Clara M. Martin, against D. 
R. Sackett, for $10,000 exemplary damages. 
The greater portion of yesterday was taken 
up in securing a jury. Miss Martin, the 
plaintiff, a girl 14 years of age, on the wit- 
ness stand told the story, amid sobs, of the 
alleged indignities to which she had been 
subjected by Sackett. She testified that she 
had been under the care and custody of Sack- 
ett from November 8, 1893, to September 5, 
1897, and that during that time upon many 
occasions she had been subjected to the great- 
est indignities by the defendant. The plaintiff 
is an attractive girl, and seems to deeply 
feel the humiliation to which she is subjected 
in the trial. Great interest in the case is 
manifested on account of the prominence of 
the defendant. who is considered one of the 
leading business men of the city. 

WATER RATES CUT DOWN. 


The Joint Water Committee of the Common 
Council met Wednesday evening to revise the 
ordinance regulating the price of water fur- 
nished the city of San Diego. Reductions 
were made in the rental of fire hydrants froin 
$80 per year to $60 per year, and wat2r for 
strect-sprinkling purposes was reduced from 
20 cents fo 10 cents per 1000 gallons. The 
rate fixed for water for irrigating purposes 
is as follows: For one acre and under two 
acres, 6 cents per 1000 gallons: for two acres 
or more, 4 cents per 1000 gallons, the vater 
to be measured by meter to be placed at the 
expense of the party furnishing the water. 
The present rate charged by the water com- 
pany is 6 cents per 1000 gallons, straight. 
With these reductions, if the city uses no 
more water the coming year than it did last 
year, a saving will be made of about $7500 
The new ‘rate adopted is for the year from 
July 1, 1898, to July 1, 1899. 

SIGNIFICANT ORDER. 

Orders have been received here from Wash- 
ington since the Maine disaster by the com- 
manders of the war vessels to allow no vis- 
itors on board the vessels to enter the en- 
gine or boiler rooms. Placards have also 
been placed at the doors of the turrets to the 
big guns, stating that visitors must keep 
out. Many tourists and citizens of San Diego 
and the bay region visit the warships on the 
bay every day, and heretofore they were per- 
mitted to go wherever their inclination led 
them aboard the vessels, but now, while all 
are treated courteously and with considera- 
tion by the officers, they are restricted to 
certain parts of the vessels, and a violation 
of the order means expulsion from the vessel, 
if not worse. 

* A PLEA FOR IRRIGATION. 

Judge Emery of Kansas delivered an ad- 
dress Wednesday evening in this city, in the 
Y.M.C.A. Auditorium, on the subject of irri- 
gation. Judge Emery is in favor of irriga- 
tion enterprises by the Federal] government, 
and thinks the vast deserts of Arizona and 
the great New River basin in this county will 
be as fertile as the delta of the Nile with 
an abundance of water upon the land. He de- 
clared that irrigation was bigger than politics, 
and that now is the time for the western por- 
tion of he United States to take up this im- 
portant matter. The Judge declared that 
“the flower of our highest civilization will 
bloom first in arid America,’”’ and fhat “‘the 
West is the most important part of America.”’ 
The address was heartily applauded through- 
out, and was considered one of the best on 


this topic that has ever been delivered in 
San Diego.

He said onecof his assail- 
ants was an American and the other 
a Mexican. 

Hess stated that he was driving to- 
ward Los Angeles, in his poultry 
wagon, about 7 o’clock in the evening 
when two men stepped out from the 
side of the road and after stopping 
him asked for some tobacco. He re- 
plied that he did not have any tobacco, 
and then one of them asked for a quar- 
ter. Hess denied that he had any 
money, whereupon the American called 
him a liar and climbing onto the wagon 
grabbed bold of him. He was pulled 
off the seat and the Mexican held his 
arms while the other went through his 
pockets and took $18, which was all 
the money that he had. In the scuffle 
his clothes were badly torn. 

As soon as the footpads had secured 
his money, the Mexican, who had a 
horse near by, rode away. The Ameri- 
can remained to adjust his clothing, 
which had been disarranged in the 
scuffle. As he stood tightening his belt 
Hess says that he,aimed a blow at him 
with his whip, whiich fell upon the rob- 
ber’s neck. With that the fellow turned 
around and slashed at the poultry deal- 
er’s breast with @>-pen knife. The 
blow fell short, but ripped Hess’s vest. 
The robber then kicked Hess's herse 
‘which dashed up the road with its 
driver, Teaving the footpad standing 
alone. That is the last that Hess saw 
of his assailant. 

Hess stated that he thought he 
recognized the Mexican footpad as a 
man whom he had once seen in a Mex- 
ican settlement on South Alameda 
“street. 


Another Washington Suicide. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—Passed 
Assistant Surgeon T. B. Bailey, U.S.N., 
was found dead in his room this morn- 
ing, at the Albany, under conditions 
that led to the belief that he had com- 
mitted suicide by taking cocaine.

ONE OF THE SEA’S VICTIMS. 


Noted New Yorker Went Down With 
the Clara Nevada, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
NDW YORK, Feb. 24.—Edouard Sap- 
portas, who was lost on the steamer 
Clara Nevada, which went down off 
the coast of Alaska, came of an excel- 
lent New Yor family and at one time 
was one of the best known men in this 
city. He finished his education in 
Europe and was proficient in several 
languages. He was among the first to 
realize the great possibilities in elec- 
tricity for illuminating purposes and 
made a fortune out of electric enter- 

prises. He was a great friend 
Thomas A. Edison. With the aid o 
his former partner, Mr. Puskas, Mr. 
Sapportas succeeded in getting a con- 
cession from the Russian government 
for the lighting of the Kremlin in Mos- 
cow at the time of the coronation of 
Alexander as Czar. Electric lighting 
was in its infancy at that time and out 
of Mr. Sapportas’s endeavors was cre- 
ated the Edison European Electric 
Light Company. He obtained also the 
franchise for the first Chicago elevated 
railroad. 

Edouard Sapportas commenced his 
business career in the old banking- 
house of Duncan, Sherman & Co., and 
later was for years with Gen. George 
B. McClellan as secretary of the United 
States Rolling Stock Company. He 
was one of the original members of the 
Rockaway Hunt Club. He was a 
brother of Baroness de Wardener of 
this city. 


BRANDING OF SEALS. 


How it Was Done Through the Use 
of Electricity. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Feb. 24.—The Electrical 
Review will publish today the first 
authentic account of the branding of 
seals by electricity. The article is 
written by Elmer E. Farmer of Leland 
Stanford, Jr., University, who accom- 
panied the United States Fur Seal 
Commission to the Pribyloff Islands last 
August when the experiment was tried 
under the auspices of the government. 
The electrical apparatus consists of a 
small dynamo operated by a gasoline 
engine and a branding cautery similar 
to that used by physicians. The young 
female seals were marked by drawing 
the hot platinum cautery across the 
back, which resulted in destroying the 
fur and fur cells, so that even if the 
seals were afterward killed the com- 
mercial value of the fur would be de- 
stroyed. Dr. David Starr Jordan was 
in charge of the experiment, and he 
states that the electrical method of 
branding is comparatively painless and 
even more effective than branding by 
means of hot irons. It is probable that 
the experiments made last summer will 
be carried to a further extent by means 

of improved electrical apparatus. 


NEW SHIP CANAL. 


Proposition to Join the St. 
River and Lake Erie. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


MONTREAL, Feb. 24.—A proposal 
to guarantee the bonds of the St. 
Clair and Erie Ship Canal is being 
considered by the Dominion govern- 
ment. A deputation of representative 
men in the counties interested, accom- 
panied by several members of Parlia- 
ment, presented a petitionthat the peti- 
tion of St. Clair and Erie Ship Canal 
Company, asking for a guarantee of 
3 per cent. interest for twenty years 
on an issue of $5,500,000 of bonds, be 
granted. 

The more important of the points 
touched upon by the delegates were 
the shortening of the distance between 
Lake St. Clair and Lake Erie by 
seventy-nine miles, which would de- 
crease the sailing distance, and thus 
increase the number of frips in a 
season; the avoidance of dangers and 
delays of the Detroit River route: the 
lessening of the cost of transportation 
between Fort William and Lake Erie, 
and locally the making effectual of 
drainage over a large area of fertile 
land, now only imperfectly drained at 
a great cost, and the bringing of a 
market equal to that of a large city 
to the very doors of the farmers and 
gardeners. It was also shown that 
the government would not be called 
upon to pay any of the interest guar- 
anteed, as the company would provide 
for it during construction, and after 
that tolls on less than one-third of 
the tonnage now passing through the 
Detroit River would pay the interest

NO RAILROAD VETO ON FIESTA TX 
BE TOLERATED. 


The People Will Have Their Carni- 
val Regardicss of Huantington- 
ized Santa Fe Management. 
Subscriptions are Coming In. 


Notwithstanding the penny-wise anc 
pound-foolish policy pursued by the 
railroad companies in regard to La 
i Fiesta, subscriptions to the flesta func 
continue to be forwarded to The Times. 
Evidently the people do not propose tc 
let public enterprise be smothered by 
those two selfish corporations, the 
Southern Pacific of Kentucky and the 
Huntingtonized Santa Fé. The citizens 
of Los Angeles are in a mood, judging 
by the way they are beginning to re- 
spond to the request of the Fiesta Com- 
mittee for aid, to compel the railroad 
compenies to put on extra cars to haul 
visitors to this city, whether the traf- 
fie managers lilre it or not. 

Not much surprise is expressed that 
Mr. Huntington's corporation has re- 
fused to contribute to a worthy cause, 
but the Santa Fé’s unusual lack of en- 
terprise and liberality calls forth much 
unfavorable comment. The mulish atti- 
tude of this erstwhile popular corpora- 
tion is only explainable by the fact 
that the road now has a Huntington- 
ized management. The attitude of the 
new management toward La Fiesta is 
in marked contrast to that of the late 
K. H. Wade who was one of the ar- 
dent promoters of the annual festival 
of the Angel City, and will always 
be remembered in Southern California 
as a true friend of this section. 

Nor are the peonle of Los Angeles 
unmindful of the friendly attitude and 
liberal support of La Fiesta ever man- 
ifested by J. M. Crawley during his 
incumbency as local manager of the 
Southern Pacific affairs. But with Mr. 
Crawley recreating in Europe and Mr. 
Wade dead the business men of Los 
Angeles and _ citizens generally’ see 
no reason why enterprise should cease 
to exist, and the annual fete of the city 
be abandoned. While it is true that 
the friendly offices of Messrs. Wade and 
Crawley are sadly missed and that it is 
harder to organize aril conduct a flesta 
without them, this is no reason why 
the fiesta should be abandoned. 

Such are common expressions of sen- 
timent regarding La Fiesta, and the 
people have but to nwt their shoulders 
to the wheel in order to bring off a 
festival this spring that w'!l excel 
those of former years. But there is no 
time to lose, and those who wish to 
lend a helping hand should do so 
promptly.

NEW BUILDING. 


TO BE DEVOTED SOLELY TO MUSIC 
AND ART.

Harris (Newmark’s Contemplated 
Improvement Opposite the City 
Hall—F. w. Blanchard will 
Lease the Whole Building. 


A new building is soon to be erected 
on Broadway, opposite the City Hall, 
which'§In its occupancy is to be devoted 
entirely to music and art. The ground 
selected is the only vacant sgpace on 
the west side of Broadway, between 
Second and Thérd streets, and was for- 
merly the site of the old Newmark 
residence. Harris Newmark, the owner 
of the ground, has decided to erect a 
handsome four-story building, and the 
work of construction will begin at 
once. The contract has been let, and 
it is expected that the building will 
be ready for occupancy by September 1. 

I. W. Bianchard, the music dealer, 
has arranged with Mr. Newmark to 
take a lease of the entire building. 
Hie is enthusiastic over the project, 
and expects to make the building the 
center for the music-lovers and art- 
lovers of the city. 

The first floor will be occupied by a 
music store. On the second floor there 
will be a recital hall. with a canacity 
of 400 to 500, and a banquet hall. The 
third floor will be devoted to musical 
studios. The fourth floor, which will 
be abundantly lighted by skylights, as 
well as by windows, will be given up 
to art studios and an art gallery. 

The building will be equipped with 
elevators and steam heat and will be 
modern in every respect. It will have 
a frontage of 60 feet and a depth of 
150. The material will probably be 
pressed brick and terra cotta. The 
general design includes a handsome 
vestibule, with rich columns and 
mosaic floor. 

It will be the only building devoted 
to similar purposes west of Chicago.
